THE TEMPEUANCE MOVE-

THE GENERAL ASSEMBIY, 


A Week’s Resume of Business of the

The Swiss Pike. 

The name of the Swiss is generally 
identified with the long pike of the 18 
foot shaft, and most gallant attempts 
have been made by recent writers to 
prove that this celebrated weapon was a 
Swiss invention and employed by the 
confederates from the first. The point, 
however, is one that must remain un- 
certain, for the earliest mention of the 
long pike is found in an order addressed 
in 1327 by Count Philip of Savoy to the 
burghers of Turin, and no one can tell 
whether the Savoyards borrowed it from 
the Swiss or the Swiss from the Savoy- 
ards. The primitive weapons of all in- 
fantry seem to be the spear and shield. 
The Milanese fought with such spears 
and pikes eight or ten feet in length at 
Legnano, the Scotch at Falkirk and 
the Flemings at Courtrai, so that it is 
impossible really to predicate of any one 
nation that it added the requisite num- 
ber of feet to make the weapon's shaft 
in order to make ita long pike. There 
ig no mention of pikes in the battles of 
the Swiss until Sempach; and it is prob- 
tble that jn that/action they were not 
sbove.tey feet in length.—Macmillan's 
Magazine:

SCHOOL BOARD. 


Prot. Williams Resigns as Principal 
of Salisbury High School. 

The school board was in session Tues- 
day. 

Mr. E. G. Davis was before the board 
asking for an assistant tegcher for the 
New Hope school, and teñdered the use 
of a building free for the purpose. The 
Board deferred action. 

The resignation of Prof. Thoe. H. Wil- 
liams, principal of the Salisbury High 
School was laid before the Board: The 
resignation is to take effect February 
28th. Upon the acceptance of the resig- 
vation the following resolutions were 
unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, Prof. Thos. H. Williams, 
principal of the Salisbury High School, 
has tendered to the board of school 
commissioners his resignation as teacher 
thereof, and, 

Whereas, His long tenore as instructor 
in the school, uninterrupted for s0 many 
years has given entire satisfaction, there 
fore be it 

Resolved That the board accepts Prof. 
Williams’ resignation with great regret, 
and hereby desire to acknowledge and 
express a sense of their appreciation of 
his very efficient and faithful services as 
instructor in this school. 

Resolyed, That the loss sustained by 
his resignation will not only be serious- 
ly felt by the board, but also by the pa- 
trons of the school, for in all this work, 
his methods of teaching bave been char- 
acterized by a degree of thoughtfulness 
and completeness that have rendered 
his services as instructor invaluable, and 
we fear that’ no successor can be 
found to equal him either in the 
thoroughnees of_his discipline and in- 
struction or in his culture and scholarly 
attainments. 

Mr. Williams was elected principal of 
the school in 1871 when it was known as 
the Academy. When the school was 
put under the management of the school 
board and made a part of our public 
school system, Mr. Williams was elected 
first’principal and served in that capacity 
till Jane 1880, when heresigned to take 
a rest. Upon; the resignation of Prof. 
Samuel E. Foreman in 1886, Mr. Wil- 
liams was asked to take charge of the 

school again which he did, and has pre- 
sided over it uninterruptedly to the pres- 
eot. Mr. Williams has always enjoyed 
the reputation of being a very thorough 
and painstaking worker in the school 
room. He is thoroughly equipped for 
school work, both from endowment 
and education training. He resigns 
here to accept the position of Chief Clerk 
under Comptroller Graham, the daties 
of which he will assume about April first. 

Mr. Williams is connected with many 
of our financial institutions. He is a 
director of the Salisbury Permanent

California Miners Lined Up For the Mall, 
and Places Were Worth $300. 

A well known patent attorney in this 

- city, Who was in California in the early 

mining days, apropos the publication in 

The Post of the cost of carrying mails 

on the Yukon, makes some interesting 

statements about similar service on the 
Pacific coast in 1849-50: 

“We had to: pay $1 for every letter 
gent or received,’’ he states, ‘‘besides 
the government postage. We were in 
the mines and had to send a messenger,” 
with an order for the postmaster to de- 
liver to bim our mail at Sacramento, a 
distance of from 75 to 100 miles, ac- 
„cording to the location of the camps. 
Parties made a business of carrying the 
mail and bad regular routes around 
throngh the mining camps. 

“At that time mail went by way of 
the isthmus, there being but one steam- 

, er every three weeks. As a result, at 
San Francisco and- at Sacramento, the 
two main offices and supply points for 
the state, there would be a large crowd 
waiting every timea mail arrived. They 
finally a rule among themselves 
requiring áll to form in line and take 

eir turn, and hundreds stood or laid 
tm line day and night to keep their 
places, sometimes several days before 
they could be served, the line being 
formed days before the steamer arrived. 
Resident speculators would take position 
in the line, and when they had advan} 
ed near the door would sell their place 
to others from the mines, who were 
Waiting, frequently getting from $100 
to $300. 

“Such a thing can hardly be believed 
by those who haye never had any such 
experience, but in the fall of 1849 an ox 
team driver got $10 per day and board, 
Sundays being counted the same as oth- 
er days, while carpenters got from an 
ounce ($16) to an ounce and a half per 
day, everyibing else costing in propor- 
¢ion, and hence the mail carriers for the 
mines could better afford to pay for the

THE POTENT PEANUT. 


ONE WOULD HARDLY THINK THE 
HUMBLE GOOBER SO IMPORTANT. 


About Four Million Bushels Raised In 
‘This Country Every Year—The Most Na- 
tritions and by Far the Cheapest of 
Foods—Substitate For Olive OIL 


But little is known of the peannt ont- 
side of localities in which it is grown, 
and even where it is most largely grown 
its possibilities are for the most part not 
at all realized, and it is not by any 
means made to yield the highest resulta 
it is capable of. Taking into account all 
its sources of valne, the peanut ought to 
be one of the most profitable of the gen- 
era] farm crops in the south. The fol- 
lowing facts about it are in the main 
condensed from a balletin of the United 
States department of agriculture pre- 
pared by R. B. Handy of the office of 
experiment stations. 

The yearly production of peanuts in 
this country is about 4,000,000 bushels 
of 22 pounds, the bulk of the crop being 
produced in Virginia, Georgia, Tennes- 
see and North Carolina. These 4,000,- 
000 bushels, whilo fully supplying the 
present demand of the United States, 
constitute bnt a small part of the pea- 
nut crop of the world, as the exporta- 
tion from Africa and India in 1892 
amounted to nearly 400,000,000 pounds, 
of which 222,000,000 pounds went to 
Marseilles for conversion into oil. 

The largest partef the American crop 
is sold by street venders, but small 
amounts are ubed by confectioners, choc- 
olate manufacturers and for the manu- 
facture of oil. Peanut oil is used for 
lubricating and soapmaking and is a 
good substitute for olive oil for salads 
and other culinary purposes and as a 
substitute for lard and cottolene and 
butter in cooking. The residue from oil- 
making, known as *‘peanut cake, is a 
highly valued cattle food in the coun- 
tries of Europe and is also ground into 
fine ficnr dnd used as human food. It 
makes good soup, griddle cakes, muf- 
fins, etc., and is one of the most nutri- 
tive of foods. The vines, when dried, 
become a very nutritive hay, readily 
eaten by stock, though requiring care in 
the feeding lest it produce colic. 

The present uses of the peanut and its 
prodocts are likely to be greatly extend- 
ed and new channels of ntility fonnd 
for it, as has been the case with cotton 
seed. With better methods of tillage and 
a larger yield per acre the cost of pro- 
duction could be greatly lessened. Ac- 
cording to the eleventh census, the aver- 
age yield of peanuts in the United 
States in 1889 was 17.6 bushels per 
acre, the average in Virginia ‘being 
about 20 and in Tennessee 32 bushels 
per acre. This appears to be a very low | 
average, especially as official and semi- 
official figures give 50 or 60 bushels as 
an average crop, and 100 bushels are not 
an uncommon yield. 

While the peanut has been cultivated 
in the United States to a limited extent 
for a number of years, it is only since | 
1866 that the crop has become of pri- 
mary importance in the eastern section 
of this country, which seems peculiarly 
adapted to its production. Between 1865 
and 1870 therapid spread of the culture 
of peanuts was phenomenal. Each year 
doubled “%q at times ihcreased three- 
fold it trop over that of the preceding 

Year, so that this country, from being a 
large importer of west African nuts, | 
was soon able to supply the domestic 
demand with the home raised article. 

Virginia, North Carolina and Tennes- 
see produce a large part of the peanut 
crop of the United States. Within the 
last few years this crop has ceased to be 
as profitable as heretofore. The method 
of cultnre—the annual planting of nuts 


\ on the same land, the lack of proper ro- 


tation of crops, the complete removal of 
all vegetation from the land and the fail- 


t| ure to replenish the soil by means of 


ertilizers—has been a great factor in 
ucing the profits of the crop by re- 
ducing the ability of the land to pro- 
duce such crops as were previously se- 
-in that section, so that now in- 
tead of ‘an average of 50 bushels per 
hcre, with frequent yields of over 100 
bushels, the nverage in the peanut sec- 
tions is not over 20 bushels, while the 
cost of cultivation has been but slightly 
reduced. 

As regards food value, peanut kernels, 
with an average of 29 per cent of pro- 
tein, 49 per cent of fat and 14 per cent 
of carbobydrates in the dry material, 
take a high rank and should be classed 
with such concentrated foods as soj@ 
beans, cotton seed, etc. The vines are 
shown by analysis to be superior to 
timothy hay as a feeding stuff and but 
slightly inferior to clover hay. 

The ground hulls are used to a con- 
siderable extent as a coarse fodder in 
European countries. Peanut nigal, the 
ground residue from oil extracti@n, is a 
valuable feeding stuff highly appreciat- 
ed and extensively used in foreign coun- 
tries. It contains, as the averages of 
over 2,000 analyses show, about 52 per 
cent of protein, 8 per cent of fat and 27 
per cent of carbohydrates and is one of 
the most concentrated feeding stuffs 
with which we are familiar, ranking 
with cottonseed meal, linseed meal, etc., 
and in some cases abead of them. 

In describing the uses of peanuts it is 
scarcely necessary to more than refer to 
the use to which fully three-fourths of 
the American raised crop is devoted. 
The nut is sorted in the factory into 
four grades, the first, second and third 
being sold to venders of the roasted pea- 
nut either directly or through jobbers, 
while the fuurth is sold to confectioners 
to be used in the making of ‘‘burnt 
almonds,’’ peanut candy and the cheap- 
er grades of chocolates. The extent of 
the use of the peanut by the American 
people will be more fully appreciated 
when it is remembered that they use 
4,000,000 bushels of nuts yearly, ata 
cost to the consaomers of $10,000,000, 
which do not form a part of the regular 
articles of food, but are eaten at cdd 
times.—Boston Herald.

There is a 
big force of night police, known as the 
“watch.” |The men gather themselves 
together into groups, and choosing snug 
corners, wrapping themselves in straw 
mats, they drop into long and profound 
elumber, One member of each group re- 
mains awake to respond to the half 
hourly call from the palace. As he calls 
back, the others, half awake, mechan- 
ically shout back the response. It makes 
little difference, however, that the police 
continually sleep, for robbery’is rare. 

Curfew, though popularly supposed 

| to be purely an early English and Nor- 
man-French custom, has been estab- 
lished in Madagascar for centuries. In 
every town and village between 9 and 
10 the watchmen go around shouting out 
in the Malagasy dialect, ‘*Lights out!”

How Fast tbe Earth Moves. 
Everybody knows that the earth makes 
one complete revolution on its axis once 
in each 24 hours. But few, however, 
| have any idea of the high rate of speed 
| at which such an immense ball must 
turn in order to acoomplish the feat of 
f making one! revolution in a day and a 
night. A graphic idea of the terrific 
pace which the old earth keeps up year 
after year may be had by comparing ite 
speed to that of a cannon ball fired from 
a modern high pressure gun. The high- 
est velocity ever attained by such a mis- 
sile has been estimated at 1,626 feet per 
second, which is equal to a mile in 
8 2-10 eeconds. The earth, in making 
one complete revolution in the short 
space of 24 hours, must torn with a 
velocity almost exactly equal to that of 
the cannon ball. In short, its rate of 
speed at the equator is exactly 1,507 
feet per second. This is equal to a mile 
every 8 6-10 seconds, 17 miles a min- 
ute.—St. Lonis Republic.

From the 
language and from the legendsdt ap- 
pears that many of the coast tribes con- 
sidered the moon and sun as the kame 
person, or at least as two brothera):One 
story runs: ‘‘A long time ago thete waa 
a man named Momhanate, whd was 
blind. As he was unable to endure the 
heat of the sun, he went fishing during 
the night. When the day begdn to 
dawn, his wife would go down: tothe 
beach and call him home before the sün 
rose. One day, however, his wife slept 
too long, and it was already daylight 
when she awoke. She called to her hus- 
band to return as quickly as possible, 
but before he reached the shore he had 
melted. Then the sons determined to 
ayenge their father’s death. They made 
a chain of arrows and climbed up. They 
killed the sun with their arrows, and 
then thought, ‘What shall we do next?’ 
The older one said, ‘Let us be the sun,’ 
and he asked the brother where he 
wanted to go. The latter answered, *I 
will go to thenight; you go to the day.’ 
And so they did. The younger brother 
became the moon, the elder|the sun.?’ 

As the salmon is the great staple of 
subsistence from the Sacramento river 
northward, so with it are connected the 
greatest number of superstitions.

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VLADIVOSTOK. ` 
An Interesting Pen Picture of the Russian 
City In Siberia. 
| Vladivostok has the aspect of an ín- 
ferior Hongkong, of about a quarter the 
size. Hills crowned with forts rise round 
iż up to a height of 800 feet. It lies on 
the south side of a peninsula 20 miles 
long, called Maravief Amursky, in 48 
pes eases 6 minutes 51 seconds north lati- 
and 181 degrees 54 mutes 31 seo- 
onds east longitude. The town is be- 
tween four and five miles long, but is 
straggling and unconnected, and of no 
breadth. Some streets are very steep, and 
all are horribly dusty in dry weather, 
being never watered, and being contin- 
ually crossed in all directions by dros- 
kies driven at a smart pace. Instead of 
pavements the streets have ‘‘sidewalks’’ 
of planks, as commonly seen in new 
American cities. You take six stout 
planks, some 25 feet long, and lay them 
side by side, and you continue the proc- 
esa for the requisite number of versts 
or miles (three versts are two miles), 
and the “sidewalk” is complete, save 
for a few props and nails ‘where the’ 
ground is too soft, or the foundation 
degenerated into holes. 

The droskies are driven by redheaded, 
snub nosed Russian izvozchiks in low, 
glazed atovepipe hats, with very curly 
brims, red sleeves, plaited black skirts 
and high boots. In them one often sees, 
lolling as passengers, a couple of frowsy 
Chinese or a still frowsier Korean. The 
fare is only 80 kopecks, or 1 shilling and 
18 pence, an hour, or over half an hour, 
and from point to point there are ten- 
penny-and fivepenny fares, according ta 
distance. The regulations forbid charg- 
ing more, but, with fine irony, allow 
the driver ‘‘to take less, if, he likes." 
He may not leave his cab to take care of 
itself, may not ‘‘sing, make a noise or 
cause a disturbance;’’ he must temper 
his pace to a ‘‘town trot,’’ and ‘‘keep ta 
the righthand side of the road.”’ 

The troika has a dashing look; the 
horse in the middle trots under the arch- 
ed duga, whose object and effect, when 
properly put on, are to keep the shafta at 
the same distance apart. The small 
horses right and left are cantering, and 
their bodies incline a little outward 
from the car. In Vladivostok are few 
complete triple teams; generally there 
are only the ‘‘middle horse” trotting, 
and one other cantering on its near side. 

The water barrel on wheels drawn by 
horse or bull and often driven by a sol- 
dier is a frequent sight, carrying water 
up to the forta and to the upper town.

~ ~ TO EDUCATE ONESELF. 

Zines Along Which Young Men Are Ad- 
vised to Pursue Knowledge. 

A young man in a letter to the editor 
of The: Ladies’ Home Journal inquires 
the best systetfatic course of reading as 
a substitute for an academic education, 
with the view of equipping himself for 
literary pursnits, and also which books 
would be the most beneficial to read 
with the idea of preparing himself to 
enter the field of fiction. To the query 
re ing a substitute for a college edu- 
cation Edward W. Bok replies: ‘‘Asa 
substitute for a college education, where 
it isa matter of choice, I am not so sure, 
since sọ much depends upon the man. 
To one man a good course of reading, 
wisely chosen and followed, would be 
infinitely more helpful than a college 
education, while in the case of another 
man just the reverse would be true. 
Some men absorb information more 
resdily and retain it better under self 
training, while others need the compul- 
sory force of teaching to impress things 
upon the mind. But where a college 
education is, for some reason, not acces- 
sible, and a substitute must be found, 
then a course of reading is nnquestion- 
ably good—none better, in fact,” 

With respect to the inquiry concerning’ 
a preparation to enter the field of af 
tion, Mr. Bok considers it difficult fo 
answer, ‘‘since so much depends dpon 
the particular ‘feld of historical] fiction’ 
désired. However, the best reply, per- 
baps,is that which suggests the reading 
of a number of the best novels dealivg 

Wha successive periods of his- 
tory from Saxon timeto the early part 
of the present century. I give a list [not 
reproduced in this extract] which in- 
cludes typical books by the various mas- 
ters of English historical fiction, but it 
might be doubled in length several times 
over without exhausting the available 
books of value in this one field. A like 
selection may be made from the novels 
treating of different historical periods 
severally of France, Germany, Spain, 
Italy and other countries of and 
America. The field is almost limitless, 
bat I bave begun with the history of 
England, as containing the direct sources 
of American history which need to be 
grasped before one can fairly understand 
the beginnings and progress of our own 
national life." 


THE USEFUL SUNFLOWER. 


A Number of Valuable Products From the 
Big Bright Blossom. 

Sunflower oil made from the seeds is 
in great demand in this country. In 
Russia millions of pounds of the geeds 
are raised annually for the oil, and 
largé Quantities of this oil are exported 
from that country. 

In the crude state it is used by paint- 
ers for inside’ work, but it does, not 
quite equal linseed oi] for varnish pur- 
poses. It is mixed with most of our 
cheap paints and also with many pre- 
pared stains. Of Jate years efforts have 
been made to refine the oil so ai to sell 
in competition with olive oil. In fact, 

sunflower oil is nsed quite ex- 
tensively to ađnlterate salad oils. Many 
consider it equal to the ordinary grade 
of olive and almond oil for table uses. 
It is of a pale yellow color, flavorless 
and palatable. 
- In Maryland a good deal of this oil is 
‘made to supply the Baltimore trade. 
After the oil is extracted from the seeds 
the residue is made into cakes for cattle 
food, and while not so nutritious as the 
food made from the fresh seeds it is of 
considerable value. The factories that 
express the oil eel] the seed cakes at a 
merely nominal sum. 

In the poorer districts of India and 
Enrope a fair kind of bread is made 
from sunflower seeds, and the natives 
depend upon it for a steady article of 
diet. Their cattle are fed with the same 
diet, only the seeds and heads are chop- 
ped up together, and even the Jeaves are 
fed to the animals. 

The stalks, when stripped of their 
leaves and heads, are dried and used for 
fuel One acre of sunflowers will yield a 
great many cords of good wood. The 
stalks are large, tough, brittle and good

MARYLAND ASSEMBLY. 


Another Week’s Doings of Mary- 
land's Legislature. 


Last Wednesday President Brace pre- 
sented in the Senate a memorial from 
Oriole Assembly, Knights'‘of Labor, for 
the abolition of the right to distrain for 
rent. Bills were introduced by Senator 
Smith, of Caroline, to proyide physical 
education in the public schools and ed- 
ucational institutions supported by pab- 
lic money. By President Bruce, for the 
appointment by the Governor of a com- 
mission of five lawyers to report to jthe 
next Legislature a revision of the test- 
amentary laws of the State: to change 
the hours of the sitting of police justices 
in Baltimore. The bill proyiding for 
personal service of notice upon non- 
residents in equity sui‘s was passed, 
The committee on judicial proceedings 
reported the game warden bill, with an 
amendment, which was adopted, fixing 
the warden's salary at $1,500; the meas- 
ure was then referred to the finance com- 
mittee. The Senate sent a meseage to 
the House stating that it was not yet pre- 
pared to agree upon a day for the elect- 
ion of a Stato treasurer. 

In the House of Delegates Jeaves to in- 
troduce bills were obtained; By Mr. 
Herman, to repeal the act requiring tbat 
all hay eold in the city of Baltimoreshall 
be weighed at the State hay scales. By 
Mr. Ford, providing for the disposal by 
the State of all the sailing vessels of the 
oyster police navy. By Mr. Applegarth, 
to authorize the fire commissioners of 
Baltimore to retire a number of men on 
pension. The billof Mr. Ford to pay 
$1.000 to the widow of Capt. William 
Webb. owner of the schooner J. C. Ma- 
honey, sunk by the State boat Governor 
‘Thomas, was defeated. The bill to re- 
peal the so-called Eastern Shore law 
went through the second reading with- 
out amendment.

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WHY THESHA IS SALT 


IT HAS BEEN 5O EVER SINCE THE 
CREATION OF THE WORLD, 


Of Great Benefit to Mankind—Continents 
Produced by the Skeletons of Animals 
That Could Not Havo Lived In Fresh Wa- 
ter—Moses* Short Account. 


The sea at present contains 90,000,- 
000, 000,000,000 tons of salt. If this salt 
could be gathered in a solid form and 
compressed into the shape of a cube, it 
‘would contain 10,173,000 cubic miles. 
Each edge of such a cube would meas- 
ure somewhat more than 200 miles. 
This is enough to cover all the land on 
this globe with a uniform layer of salt 
to a depth of 1,000 feet. 

This statement as to the saltiness of 
the sea is interesting enough in itself, 
but it is also suggestive. The questions 
may well be asked, Where did all this 
salt come from, and what is the use of | 
it? Several scientific gentlemen have 
attempted to answer this first question, 
and their efforts are not entirely satis- 
factory. ‘The second question is not so 
difficult. ‘ 

According to the history of the crea- 
tion of the world, as told by Moses in 
the Genesis, it is implied that the ocean | 
existed before the land, for, on the | 
“third day’’ the ‘‘water nnder the heav- 
ens’’ was gathered together and the dry 
land appeared. 

This statement bas bothered a great 
number of able philosophers, who, in 
their effort to stick to the letter of the 
Scripture and at the same time to rea- 
son out everything on perfectly natural 
principles, haye been puzzled to’ know 
how euch a grand transformation could 
be accomplished in one day. And their 
perplexity was not relieved when learn- 
ed geologists announced that it mnst 
have required|ages for the waters that 
enveloped thejearth to subside and re- 
veal this land that lay beneath. 

But when it was suggested that the 
word “day as used by Moses meant, 
not a period of 24 hotrs, bnt an era of 
thousands af re, the difficnity was 
removed. This meaning of the word 
“*day’' is at present generally accepted 
by devout scientists, who now declare 
that there is nothing impossible in Mo- 
ses’ acoonnt of the creation. 

This description, to be‘sure, is la- 

mentably brief.) It was hardly adequate 
to pass over such a huge event as the 
creation of a warld in a few lines. That 
was a big story from a newspaper point 
of view, and ġ$]l thoughtful persons | 
must acknowledge that Moses did not | 
take advantage of his opportunity. 
* Accepting the) Mosaic account, Dr. T, 
8. Hunt, a-Jearned writer on the phys- 
ical history of the globe, supplies what 
Moses Jeft out, and in so doing he gives 
s very good reason for the presence of 
the salt in the sea. Having arrived at 
the point of Moses’ meager narrative 
where the earth\was in a molten state 
and surrounded by an envelope of gases 
and of water vapor, Dr. Hunt says: 

“The carbonates, chlorides and sul- 
phates (chemical combinations of car- 
bon, chlorine and sulphur with oxygen) 
were changed into silicates. The car- 
bon, chlorine and sulphur, being thus 
freed from the oxygen, separated in the 
form of acid gases. These, with nitro- 
gen, vapor of water and a probable ex; 
cess of oxygen, formed the atmos : 
which was very dense (and 


“The surface of +*'he “earth was cover- 
ed with 1 Of molten rock (probably 
furnace slag). The depressed 

a the surface were filled with 

galy heated solutions of hydrochlorio 
and sulphuric scids, which ate into the 
surface and degomposed it. In this way 
the silicates were changed to pure silica, 
taking the form of quartz as the atmos- 
phere cooled, and! the condensation of 
the vaporous atmosphere produced sea 
water, holding-in solution salts of sodi- 
um, calcium, magbesinm and ammoni- 
um. The atmosphere, thus freed of its 
noxions elements, became pure and fit 
for man.” 

_It is therefore evident that the sea 
has been salty fromthe creation of the 
world. The salt does not come, as is 
generally supposed, from friction of the 
water against galt “‘rocks’’ in the bed | 
of the ocean. This, then, answers the , 
first question. Where did the salt come 
from? The second question is pretty 
well answered by Mr. G. W. Little- 
hales in Appleton's Popular Science 
Monthly. 

“It seems, he says, ‘‘that the sea 
was made saltin the beginning as a 
part of the grand design of the Creator 
to provide for the system of evolution 
which has been going on since the cred- 
tion. Many distinct species of living 
organisms exist in the sea as a result of 
its salinity, and their remains have 
largely contributed to the growth of con- 
tinents. " 

The minute creatures that have lived 
in the sea for ages past have left endur- 
ing monuments in the shape of islands, 
rocks and continents. If thesea bad not 
been salty, these marine animals could 
not have existed and secreted the hard 
substance known as a ‘‘caloareous skele- 
ton,” which has largely contributed to 
the growth of continents. Among these 
early inhabitants of the sea were corals, 
crinoids, sea urchins and starfishes. 

The saltiness of the sea has also much 
to dowith the ocean currents, which 
distribute the heat of the tropics over 
the colder regions of the earth. Currents 
are largely due to the difference be- 
tween the specific gravity of ses water 
and the fresh water of rains. -Thus, 
when rain falls on a certain part of the 
ocean, the effort of the heavier salt wa- 
ter of the ocean td establish an equilib- 
rium causes a current. — New York 
World. !

Little Kentucky, as it might be dnb- 
bed very appropriately, is locuted oppo- 
site Island No. 10, where Kentucky and 
Tennessee meet. The river, by gradual- 
ly cutting ont the Kentucky bank, had 
worn off a narrow strip of land, until 
one bright morning several people who | 
lived on this side of the line woke up 
tenes themselves on the other side. In | 

other words, the swift ourrent had | 
washed away the neck of earth which | 
made the extreme southwestern corner 
of this state a part of the commonwealth 
of Kentucky. The section of territory 
thus separated from its parent, as it 
were, is ten miles long and five miles 
wide—quite a good mouthful to take in 
at one bite, even for the’ greedy Missis- 
sippi.

The swift stream bas simply drawn this 
noose tight and formed an island out of 
what was formerly a peninsula. Hick- 
man is the closest town of any size to 
the place where all this landmaking oc- 
curred. Darnell, a little hamlet over in

USES OF OZONE. 


Valuable For Artificially Aging Liquor or 
Seasoning Wood. 

Ozone is now practically applied for 
several purposes. Experiments with it 
haye shown that it will artificially age 
brandy, whisky, sweet and hard wines 
and lignors. Ozone will also improve 
coffee by rendering harmless oily beans. 
The aroma of tobacco is also considega- 
bly improved by the application of 
ozone, The latest application of it is for 
rapid seasoning of wood for sounding | 
boards of musical instruments, which 
for th pose is Jeft in a hermetically 
old, heated room from 12 to 24 
hours, ozonified nir being freely intro- | 
duced into the room. It seems that this 
process will harden the wood, increase 
its resistance against the influence of 
temperature and moisture and give it 
considerably more aconstic or nae 
ing quality. 

Another recent application of ozonified 
air is tbat of the thickenibg of linseed 
oil for the manufacture of linoleum, 
which by the old process took several 
months. By the liberal use of ozone 
linseed oi] is now thickened to the re- 
quired consistency within a few days. 
Most remarkable, however, is the ad- 
vyantageof empleyiug ozone for bleach- 
ing linen, since the time employed is 
less than one-third of the bleaching proc- 
ess by.gunlight; not considering that 
this latter is dependent both upon the | 
season and the weather. The ozone proc- 
ess of bleaching renders the work abso- 
Intely independent of outside influences, 


' Ozone bas also been found very valna- | 


ble in chemical and technica] processes, 
particularly in the production of pure 
derivatives af starch, for instance, solu- 
ble starch, dextrin, crystal gum, etc. 
Here the ozone is instrumental in tak- , 


dng away all the matter which causes |

roasted with sogar and containing no 
coffee; codfish not codfish at all—mere- 
ly cheap dried fish; dream of tartar 
adulterated with flour; flaxseed adul- 
terated: with starch; fruit ‘‘butterz,"’ 
such as apple butter, peach butter, etc., 
very seldom pure, being adulterated 
with starch waste and salicylic acid; 
the same is trne of grated pineapples; 
ginger adulterated with ash, rice hulls, 
rice flour and cayenne pepper; lard; 
maple sirùp» made from commercial 
glucose thinned with about 20 per cent 


of water; mized spices; orange juice, ' 


lemon oil, lemon phosphate, molasses, 
mustard, olive oil, pepper, vinegar, va- 
nilla extract, all kinds of preserves, ex- 
tract of strawberries and tea. 

To add to the deception a few apple 
seeds are scattered through the so called 
fruit jams, or timothy or other seeds 
are added to the mixture to represent 
raspberry, strawberry, etc. The produc- 
tion of artificial colors ia particularly 
common in confections. Indigo, tumer- 
ic, annotto, logwood and cochineal are 
used in great quantities, and are proba- 
bly not harmful; arsenic, copper and 
leads are very deleterious, but are not 
now used as much as in former times, 
before sanitary officials made such per- 
sistent attacks on them. Milk and milk 
producta are often colared. Annotto is 
very commonly. by dairymen to 
give a rich yellowcolor. In itself an- 
notto is probably harmless, but it pro- 
duces deceptive results.—New York 
Post. 


ODD BILLIARD FACTS. 


Making a Table In a Day—The Balls Sca- 
soned In Incubators. 

A billiard table can be built in 24 
hours if carte blanche is given to the 
manufacturer, but he prefers to have 
time to get the right effects from one 
month to six. The wood needs to be sea- 
soned for a period of nearly sei years. 
Rich, deep Spanish mahogany is used, 
pollard oak, ebony and satin wood. 

Tables are not always covered in 
green. Blue is sometimes used anda 
pure olive green. The late Prince Leo- 
pold was the first to make use of the 
latter color, and olive green is known 
today in the billiard world, as Prince 
Leopold’s color. 

The balls must be well seasoned be- 
fore they are used for play. Manufac- 
turers haye incubators in which to store 
them that they may undergo the drying 

Some incubators will hold fully 
8,000 balls, When they are first made, 
they are ‘‘green.’’ Solid ivory is the 
only satisfactory material of which to 
make them; ‘‘artificial balls’’ (those 
made of composition) are much heavier 
and do not wear well. English makers, 
to give the red balls a perfect color, 
steep them in a decoction that is some- 
times described as the ‘‘guardsman’s 
batb.’’ This is extracted from the old 
coats of Tommy Atkins, and for bil- 
liard balls it is the finest scarlet dye 
known.—New York World. 

A Brave Chinese Officer. 

|? Huang Tsu-Lien, who was a returned 
American student, was killed before the 
surrender of Wei-Hai-Wei. He was first 
lientenant of the Peiyang cruiser Tsi- 
Ynen, having succeeded the late Shen 
Shou Ch'ang, another returned Ameri- 
can student, who was killed while com- 
manding the Tsi-Yuen in the first naval 
action of the late war at the mouth'of 
the Yashan river, Korea, July 25, 1894, 
owing to the cowardice of his subse- 
quently decapitated captain, Fong Peh- 
Kien. During the fighting at Wei-Hai- 
Wei Lieutenant Huang Tsu-Lien was 
badly wounded and was therefore ad- 
vised to leave his ship and go to Che- 
fu for treatment. This he resolutely 
refused to do, declaring that ‘‘his duty 
to the emperor demanded his remaining 
at his post.” After having had his 
wounds hastily dressed, the late lieu- 
tenant went on with his duties on 
board, although he had to be supported 
by an attendant in doing so. Shortly 
afterward a shot struck his thigh, but 
he ‘still refused to retire, remaining 
with his guns. A few minutes after- 
ward a shéll] from the enemy’s batteries 
almost annihilated the gallant officer. 
—Blackwood'’s Magazine.

It was very fortu- | 
nate that they were not forced to lower 
their boat, as it proved later to be leak- | 
ing and would not have carried half 
their number safely to land. 

For more than an hour the whale con- 
tinued its remarkable acrobatic perform- į 
ance, standing on its head, with its | 
tail waving in the air most of the time. 
It seemed bent on hitting the schooner, | 
and it took the best of good seamanship 
to prevent an encounter. 

At last the whale seemed to get tired 
of what had been fun at first, and it 
headed fur the westward. 

Oaptain Crossman is of the opinion 
that this strange whale must have been 
mistaken for a sea serpent many times. 
Seen but a short distance off, the head 
would look more like that of a great 
serpent thad of a whale. 

The creature, while making ita long 
and repeated attempts to hit the schoon- 
er, continued its roaring when above 
water. It would scrape against the side 
of the schooner and then would draw 
off, seem to be calculating the distance, 
and then strike. The schooner was kept 
off at the right moment, and the crea- 
ture missed the vessel every time. It 
wan an odd experience, and for a time 
there was something closely resembling 
a panic, tha women being badly fright- 
ened. | 
Miss Houston said that the sight of 
that great niass standing almost upright 
in midocean was something not to be 
forgotten.

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CAUGHT HIS TRAIN ON HORSEBACK. 
4 Runaway Lecomotivre Had Many Sleep- 
ing Passengers In Tow. 

Early one morning the engineer and 
fireman of the Santa Fe overland train, 
bound east, when near Cajon pass, im- 
agined they saw something on the track 
right ahead. Thinking the train was 
about to be wrecked they both jumped. 
The engineer was rather badly hurt, but 
when the fireman picked himself up out 
of the dust he found that the engine had 
made kindling wood of a wagon to 
which two horses¢had been attached. 
Their driver had seen the headlight of 
the engine and had jumped in time to 
save himself, and the animals them- 
selves were cropping the dried grass 
along the roadside, which showed that 
they had not been greatly disturbed by 
the accident. 

But the train, with nobody at the en- 
gine’» throttle, was plunging away 
through the darkness, the passengers 
asleep in their berths, utterly uncon- 
scious that they were being drawn by a 
wild locomotive. 

The fireman, who had been left be- 
hind, thought he would try to overtake 
the flying train on foot. Then he changed 
his mind and, jomping astride one of 
the horses, he set ont after the runaway 
train. He knew it must stop shortly, as 
it bad to climb a very steep grade, and 
if the fire under the boilers was not kept 
up the supply of steam would not fur- 
nish sufficient pressure to keep the 
wheels going around. The vagrant train 
did stop a mile and a half from where 
the accident occurred., There did not 
seem to be any reason for an interrup- 
tion of the journey just at that point, 
and so theconductor and brakemdn hur- 
ried ahead with their lanterns to ask the 
engineer what had given ont. 

When they found the cab empty, of 
course the trainhands were very much 
mystified. They asked each other a good 
many questions, and were engaged in 
looking up theories to acconnt for the 
strange disappearance of the engine 
crew when the fireman came loping 
along on the horse he had borrowed.

Dueling as Ít Was In France r= A 
of Richelieu. z2 

The passion for dueling, whic; had 
cost France, it was said, between 7,000 
and 8,000 lives during the 20 years of 
Henry IV's reign, was at its height 
when his son came to the throne. The 
council of Trent in 1545 had solemnly 
condemnéd the practice of single com- 
bat, impartially including principals, 
seconds and spectators in its penalty of 
excommunication. In 1602 an edict of 
Henry pronounced the ‘‘damnable cus- 
tom of dueling introduced by the cor- 
ruption of the century’’ to be the cause 
of so many piteous accidents, to the ex- 
treme regret and displeasure of the king 
and tothe irreparable damage of the 
state, ‘'that we should count ourselves 
unworthy to hold the scepter if we de- 
layed to repress the enormity of this 
crime.’’ 

A whole series of edicts followed to 
the same effect, but it was easier to 
make edicts than to enforce them. Deg- 
radatioñ, imprisonment, confiscation of 
property, loss of civil rights and death 
were the penalties attached the in- 
fringement of the laws against dueling, 
and still the practice prevailed. 1626 
Richelieu published a milder form of 
prohibition. The first offense was no 
longer capital, a third only of the of- 
fender’s property was to be confiscated, 
and the judges were permitted to recog- 
nize extenuating circumstances. 

A few months later the Comte de 
Bonteville thonght fit to test the minis- 
ter's patience in this direction. The 
Place Royale had long been a favorite 
dueling ground, and De Bonteville 
traveled from Brussels to fight his twen- 
ty-second duel here, in the heart of 
Paris, in deliberate defiance of the king’s 
authority. The result was not 

‘ing. Montmorency thongh he was, the 
count went with his second to the scaf- 
fold, and the marked decrease from that 
time in the number of duels may be at- 
tributed either to the moderation used 
in framing the law or to the inexorable 
resolution with which it forced.

How Diphtheria Spreads. 

The city. water supply has nothing to 
do with the cansation or spread of diph 
theria, except, possibly, as a contami- 
nated water affects the general health of 
the individual and so lowers the resist- 
ing power of the system. The increase 
of disease every fall is due largely to 
‘catching cold," to vitiated air in 
dwellings, caused by closing doors and 
windows that have been kept open all 
summer, and to similar causes that tend 
to produce a sensitive condition of the 
throat, favorable to the growth of the 
diphtheria germ. There should be added 
to these causes the diminishing honrs ó 
sunlight as the year wanes. The direct 
rays of the sun kill the diphtheria germ, 
but moisture and darkness favor its 
growth and multiplication. Good house- 
wives, who open windows and shades to 
othe free access of sun and air, are prac- 
tical sanitarians, fighting contagion and 
infection with the best and most potent 
of alldisinfectants. That cats, poultry, 
parrots and some other of the lower ani- 
mals are ptible to diphtheria, and 
often con¥@§it tochildren and others, is 
beyond question. The rules of the Illi- 
nois state board of health for the sup- 
pression and prévention of diphtheria 
have recognized this fact for years, and 
direct the removal of birds and other 
domestic pets and the exclusion of cats 
from the sickroom. The precaution isa 
wise one, based upon observed facts. — 
Chicago Times-Herald.

The location of the Johns Hopkins 
University here in Baltimore is not mere 
ly.an intellectual or academic advantage. 
lt is more than that. It is a great indus- 
trial and econamic force, which has been 
nsed and can be still further used in ad- 
vancing tne material prosperity of the 
State. And when it proposes to do work 
in that direction, for which its equipment 
and its staff of scientific and trained men 
eminently fit it, the great university 
should receive the sympathy, the sup- 
portand co-operation of all good and 
patriotic citizens. The proposition 
which it has submitted to make a geo- 
logical survey ofthe State an publish 
maps showing its mineral and other nat- 
ural resources, isa substantial business 
proposition which should be eagerlw em- 
braced by the Legislature. One of the 
the leading business men of the city de- 
clared before the committee of the Leg- 
islature that in his judgment every ten 
dollars spent by the State in this work 
would produce a hundred. 

Maryland is one of the oldest States of 
the Union, and yct down to the present 
time no great effort has eyer been made 
to disclose ite subterranean wealth and 
resources. Inquiries come from other 
States to which n> one isable to givea sat- 
isfaciory answer. We possesssom* ofthe 
finest building stone in the United States, 
valuable clays, deposite of marl, colored 
earths, and, possibly, undiscovered coal 
mines and the existence of otber miner- 
als, such as copper and antimony, is be- 
lieved. But none of these things have 
been sufficiently set forth or explored. 

The Hopkins offers to do all this great 
work, and asks from the Legislature bare- 
ly enough money to publish the maps 
they make and the reports of their work. 
And no one is more competent to do the 
work than the Hopkins staff. As a bus- 
iness proposition this offer should com- 
mend itself to the Legislature.

General Harrisen writes of “The Pres 
idential Office” in the March Ladies 
Home Journal, and his comprehensive 
article is ou'spoken and plain.

Perhaps one of the.cbief di™- 
culties in our ge**.«, 8 permanent diplo- 
matic onsular service grows out of 

that the tarif question is one 
1s always acute in our politics, and 
the reports of onr consuls naturally take 
on the views held by them upon this 
question. We cannot have a permanent 
diplomatic and coneular sei vice until we 
can find diplomats and consuls who will 
leave their party politics at home. If 
they are to be sired or exercised abroad 
then it follows that they must be in har- 
mony with the party in power at home.

Imported Song Birds Thrive. 

Inquiry has been received by The 
Spokesman-Review concerning the re- 
sult of an experiment made a few years 
ago with European singing birds in Ore- 
gon. Several hundred were bronght over 
and released in the vicinity of Port- 
land, with the hope that they would 
thrive and multiply and enliyen the for- 
ests with their inspiring notes. Inclad- 
ed in the collection were specimens of 
the skylark, nightingale, thrnsh and 
mavis. The experiment has proved a 
pleasing success. The imported songsters 
have spread over a wide area, and oc- 
casionally a few have been seen east- of 
the Cascade mountains. The climate is 
favorable and the citizens of German 
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walls, indicating the annual 
snowfall These lines were of course 
not to be found on the glacier ice, The 
latter also showed more likeness to the 
northern ice than did the former. The 
peaks and towers of the arctic icebergs 
are supposed to be formed by the infin- 
ence of ocean currents wearing away 
the softer part of the ics mass under 
water until the natural law of gravita- 
tion forces it to upset. 

Bat why have the antarctic icebergs 
a different appearance? It is certain 
that in the antarctic waters there are 
also currents. Yet even icebergs that 
have gone as far north as the south of 
New Zealand have all maintained the 
marks of their antarctic origin. I can- 
not see ‘any other reason for this dissimi- 
larity between the bergs of the north 
and those of the south but that the aro- 
tic icebergs, as a rule, must pass through 
climes which in temperature rapidly 
change from one extreme to another, 
and the icebergs take much longer time 
in floating southward than do the ant- 
arctic icebergs in advancing northward, 
and thus, as a rule, the northern jce- 
bergs exist much longer than those of 
the antarctic.—C. E. Borchgrevink in

Mr. Harry B. Freeney of Delmar Se- 
lected for Principal of the 
High School. 


At the meeting of the Wicomico School 
Board last Tuesday, Mr. Harry B. Freeny 
of Delmar, was selected from seventeen 
applicants to succeed Prof. Thos. H, 
Williams, as princ pal of the Salisbury 
High School. 

As soon as Prof. Williams’ resignation 
became known, the Board began to re- 
ceive applications for the position from 
several parts of the state and from oth- 
er states, besides several from our own 
county, among whom was Mr. Jobn H.

He graduated from Dick- 
inson College in 1894, and being offered 
a chair of cience in Pennington Semi- 
nary, New Jersey, lie accepted. Too 
close application to his doties, coupled 
with very hard work at college, com- 
pelled him before the close of the school 
year to abandon teaching and recuperate 
his health. Mr. Freeny bas greatly im- 
proved in health during the past year, 
and is at present engaged in teaching the 
Grammer school at Delmar. He will as- 
sume his new daties March Ist.

Figures to Show How Important 
Good Roads are to the Pros- 
perity of the Country. 


At the meating of the L, A. W. heid in 
Baltimore this week, Mr. Potter, a mem- 
ber of the league, said, among otaer 
things: z 

“After. a hundred years of experience 
the American farmers are paralyzed by 
the presence of a simple mixture of dirt 
and water. 

“Last year our railroads carried 1,000, 
000,000 tons of freight. Every year the 
amount increases, Every pound of this 
freight is carted or carried over our roads 
and streets before it gets to the railroad. 
Millions of tons now are hauled in wag- 
ons and sold in country towns. 

“Here is the farmers’ end of it. Hay, 
fifty-four million tons; (think of it; look 
at these pictures of bad roads, and think 
of hauling that bay to market overroads 
like these;) ninety million tons of cereals; 
six million tons of potatoes, two million 
tons of cotton, total, one hundred and 
fifty-two millions, not counting the mud 
one the wagon wheels, The rosd and 
the wagon are the twin hand-ma‘dens of 
agriculture that attend the farmer on 
every journey to market, and tbey are 
forever at odds with esch other. 

“It the man who sold the farmer the 
wagon had tried to sell him the roads 
homicide would have become a virtue. 

“Think of wailing for the mud to dry 
up, sixteen million horses and mules idle 
in the stable, $4,000,000 a day for horse 
feed—$28,000,000 a week. Think of the 
loss of time and labor, the dwarfed aod 
sbranken values of our farmers; of the 
slack supply and good prices when the 
roads are impassable; of the procession 
.of farmers tbat rush to town and glut the 
market in the firet days of dry weather. 
Some of these things seem to be becom- 
ingapparent even to the long-suffering 
American farmer himself. 

‘In 1891 Governor Campbell, of Ohio, 
in an address declared that the farms of 
tbat State bad d2creased in market value 
by at least $220,000,000 in ten years, al- 
though the official census reports an in- 
crease 30 total wealth of the State during 
the same period of $243,000,000. This 
would seem to show again in town and 
city values of $163,000,000, as against the 
large falling off in farm values. In the 
ten years which ended in 1890 there was 
a decrease in population in 30 agricul- 
tural counties in Illinois, 28 in Ohio, 25 
in Indiana, 27 in Iowe, 21 in New York, 
and in a similar way Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, Missouri and otherStates 
sbow a decline in rural population in the 
same decade.” 

Mr. Potter showed that the country 
population was falling in arguing that 
one of the things to be done was to ob- 
tain good roads in rural communities. 
He added: 

“A census bulletin recently issued ex- 
hibits thatin the North Atlantic divis- 
jon 51.58 per cent. or more than one-half

A Steamboat Rate War. 

The Baltimore Sun says:—A “rate 
war” is likely between the Baltimore, 
Chesapeake and Atlantic Railway Com- 
pany and the Wheeler Line. For some 
time past the Wheeler Line bas been 
hauling passengers from Baltimore to 
stations along the Choptank river for 50 
and 30 cents, while the Baltimore, Ches- 
apeake and Atlantic Railway Company 
has been charging $1 and 75 cents. 

The Baltimore, Vebsapeake and Atlan- 
tic Company bas reduced its fare to 50 
and 30 cents to compete with the Wheeler 
Line, and the authorities of the Wheeler 
Line claim that they will still further 
reduce their fare. 

A country merchant says the reduction 
in the rate of fare is very injurious both 
to the wholesale dealers in Baltimore 
and the merchants at Cambridge, Oxford 
and other points slong the line. He says 
that a reduction of fare means a decrease 
in business, as shoppers will come to 
Baltimore and spend their money in- 
stead of spending it at home. 


Proposition to Sell the Almshoase. 


A bill bas been drafted and forwarded 
to Senator Jackeon for introduction in 
the Senate, which empowers the county 
commissioners of Wicomico, ia their dis- 
cretion, to sell or dispose of the alme- 
house property located near Quantico, 
and purchase property elsewhere.

ENFORCEMENT OF THE LAW. 


General Harrison Advocates Town Mect- 
ings Once or Twice a Year. 

Ex-President Harrison, in a series of 
articles an "This Country of Ours" in 
The Ladies' Home Journal, writes vig- | 
orously of the great necessity of the peo- 
ple insisting upon the strict enforcement 
of the laws. Directly upon this point he 
says: ‘‘We need general assemblies of 
the people in the smaller civil subdivi- 
sions, to be held regularly once or twice 
a year, town meetings in which two 
questions only shall be considered: 
First, are the public officers faithfully 
and honestly transacting the public bnsi- 
ness? Second, are the laws—anot this law 
nor that, but all Jaws—euforced and 
obeyed? All questions of law reform 
should be excluded, Jeft to parties or so- 
cieties organized to promotethem. The 
enforcement of the law, whether we op- 
posed or aided the making of it; the 
strict accountability of public officers, 
whether we opposed or aided their elec- 
tion, should be the objects and the lim- 
its of these meetings. There should be 
no distinction of persons. 

“Our law and order movements are 
too apt to be confined to what we, not 
too accurately, call influential people. 
Every map and woman ought to have a 
chance to choose his side, without re- 
gard to station or wealth or race or col- 
or. There will be none toomany. In 
some such moyements it has seemed to 
me tbat many bave been assigned to the 
wrong side who would have chosen the 
right. There is danger that such may 
accept the place they would not have 
chosen. Can any working plan be de- 
vised to maintain from day to day an 
effective watchful interest among the 
body of our citizens in the enforcement 
of the laws, and in a clean, bonest ad- 
ministration of public affaire—small 
and great? Or are we to accept the hu- 
miliating conclusion that bad things 
cannot be made good, or eyen better, 
until they come to be persistently and 
utterly bad; or still worse, that y A 
tbe river of popular indigo n bas 
cleaned the stable it is onl as 
without a supply of w Bhily sani- 
tation?"

Rome's Vast Ellipse and the Many Chang- 
ing Moods It Has Secon. 

It seems strange that not until the 

middle of Jast century did it occur to 

any of the successors of Peter to rescue 


spot saturated, one may ray without 
hyperbole, with the blood of the mar- 
tyrs. Everybody knows that earthquake, 
fire und inundation competed with 
each other for its destruction.

Fatai Impradence of a Young Army OM- 
cer Inexperienced In Indian Fighting. 
A Search For a Missing Cow Cost the 
Lives of Thirty-one Soldiers. 


“There is a pile of rocks probably 50 
feet in length about nine miles from 
Fort Laramie, in Wyoming, which 
marks the last resting place of a detach- 
ment of cavalry,’’ said a retired army 
officer the other day. ‘‘In passing it 
many times I have always experienced 
s peculiar sensation, for the poor fellows 
who lie buried there came to their death 
through the overzealous ideas of a 
young West Point officer, inexperienced 
in Indian fighting. You kno® it was 
only the other/day that a y officer 
in western Colorado came, in flict 
with some game wardens while engaged 
in ronning the Uintah Utes back to their 
reservution ia Utah. -Caution ogmes 
with age as much in the army as in civil 
life. 

“It was in 1853 that old Fort Lara- 


‘mie held a garrison of two companies— 


entirely too small for the post in those 
lively days, when the Cheyennes and 
Arapahoes, Sioux and Pawnees were 
roving around ‘the country at war among 
themselves and occasionally pitching 
into the whites who were crossing the 
plains. It wag the year when Brigham 
Young with bis band of Mormons was 
traveling ont tò Salt Lake from Nanvoo, 
Ills. They camped one night abont nine 
miles from Port Laramie, near where a 
band of Indians had established their 
village during the hunting season. The 
next day they marched into the fort and 
reported that the Indians had killed one 
of their cows. | The commandant at the 
post promptly|sent a young lieutenant 
out for an inspection, giving him 80 
cavalrymen. 

“It Was the lientenant's first commis- 
sion for active duty, and he felt the 
great importance of the mission, He de- 
termined to discover who killed that 
cow or perish in the attempt. Entering 
the Indian village, he rode at the head 
of his detachment up to the chiéf’s tepee 
and began hig investigation. Turkey 
Feather, the chief, declared that no cow 
had bedn killed, The lieutenant insisted 
that the Mornions were one cow short 
and demanded that the gvilty Indian be 
brought ont. | Several subchiefs were 
called op, aud they likewise disclaimed 
any knowledge of the cow. oni 

“The young lientedait insisted upon 


| having a scapegoat delivered over to 


him, and polling out his watch he dra- 


matically announced to Turkey Feather | 


that he would give him just five min- 
utes in which to deliver up the guilty 
Indian, at the expiration of which time 
he would fire upon the village. This 
made Turkey Feather indignant, and he 
retired.to his tent in disgust. Without 
thinking of the couseqnences the yonng 
Meutenant, having given his word, felt 
himself bonnd) to carry it ont, and ac- 
cordingly when the five minutes were 
up be gave the order to fire. The In- 
dians greatly ontnumbered the little de- 
tachment, and in their anger it was the 
work of a few minutes to lay low every 
man in that smull band, including the 
young lieutenant. 

“During the night succeeding this 
massacre one surviving wounded soldier 


picked himself np and managed to make ' 


his way to tbe! camp, nine miles dis- 
tant, where the story was told. The 
commandant atthe post at first was in- 
clined to flee from the country-with bis 
limited force, believing that the Indians 
would surround the garrison in the 
morning to obtain revenge. While the 
commandant was planning a way of es- 
cape an Irish private named McGrath 
approached the captain and roundly 
swore thut he had never run from an 
Indiqn in his life, and he did not pro- 
pose to doit at this time. His display 
of grit bad euch an effect on the captain 


that he decided|to stay and give the In- | 


dians a warm reception should they ap- 
proach the post. The entire garrison 


went on picket duty that night, the | 


women taking arms also and going ont 
to the picket lije- ~Abont noon the next 
day, the Indians not appearing, the cap- 
tain sent a trooper toward the scene of 
the massacre to Jearn what the Indians 
were doing. The trooper cautiously 
made his way to the scene, only to dis- 
cover that the) Indians, frightened at 
what they had done, had packed up and 
disappeared ovér the plains. The vic- 
tims of this unfortunate massacre were 
buried where they fell, and that mound 
of rocks, visible to this day, was erected 
over their common grave.’’—Denver 
Cor.

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THE OLD YORK OF TODAY. | 


Present Condition of the English Name- 
sake of the American Motropolis. 

There can be no donbt that one of the 
most interesting towns of England is 
the city of York. There will be found 
distributed in a lavish manner what all 
the wealth of America could not possi- 
bly purchase or create. Indeed the same 
may be said of every other country, for 
nowhere can we now reproduce the 
marvelons architecture or the stained 
glass of the twelfth and thirteenth cen- 
turies, and no town isso rich in these 
unequaled works of the past as the town 
of York. That this is fully appreciated 
by Americans is bést set forth by the 
fact that recently no less than 500 
Americans visited York in one single 
day. 

York minster is the king of English 
cathedrals. Apart, however, from the 
cathedral, York has a much greater num- 
ber of churches as old and, in their way, 
as remarkable as the cathedral. -What, 
however, seems to me most exceptional 
is not these ancient monuments, but 
their surroundings. Throughout Europe, 
in London, Paris and elsewhere, me- 
diæval cathedrals, town halls and other 
buildings still subsist, but they are sur- 
rounded by a framework of modern 
houses and streets. At York, on the con- 
trary, as at Frankfort, Nuremberg and 
a few other continental towns, the 
streets as well as the churches recall the 
middle ages. 

York is just theopposite to Hull. The 
latter town owes its very existence to 
its commercial capabilities, while York 
never was a commercial town. Hull is 
a town which bas absolutely nothing to 
show, yet it has a pcpniation of more 
than 200,000 inhabitants, and many of 
its citizens are extremely wealthy. Hull 
fonght for the parliament against King 
Charles, and Hull was celebrated for its 
cruelty toward the Catholics. York, on 
the coutrary, fought for the king against 
the parliament, and, as Catholics were 
not so crnelly used in the York prisons, 
they were sent from York to Hull when 
it was thought desirable to treat them 
more harshly. Many very excellent fam- 
ilies bave selected to reside in York, but 
there are very few large fortunes. York 
is a town of poor gentlemen; Hull isa 
town of wealthy vulgarians. York has 
religiously sought to preserve what id 
of historical and artistic value; Hull 
has ruthlessly destroyed all that was of 
no immediate business use. These two 
towns, s0 close to each other, constitute 
excellent object lessons, illustrating the

CARVED IN THE BARK. 


A Clump of Trees Upon Which Appeared 
the Names of Many Soldiers. 

“I don't quite understand, and I nev- 
er could,’’ taid an observer, ‘‘what 
prompts people to write their names in 
public places. Trees have always been 
favorite objects upon which to carve 
names, and the smooth bark of the 
beech offers a field most inviting to the 
knife of the carver. I sawonce a bunch 
of beech trees upon which thousands of 
names had been cut. This was in Vir- 
ginia, close by the left bank of the 
James river. A ravine made back from 
the river, and at the head of this ravine 
there was a spring. Around the èpring 
was this clump of beech ees. 

“The numes carved on these trees 
were those of soldiers who had been en- 
camped thereabout’in the time of the 
civil war end who had come to this 
spring for water. It was in 1879 that I 
saw them, so that they must have been 
thero then at least 14 years. They had 
probably been there longer. Abont a 
third of the names were still legible. 
Many of them were the names of men 
of Pennsylvania regiments. Those that 
had become illegible were mainly those 
that had been carved on smaller trees. 

‘There was one big: tree that hud up- 
en it, I should think, 500 names. They 
encircled it for 20 feet up from the 
ground. It seemed as. if some of those 
among the highest must have been cut 
by men who swung down from the first 
branch, and one could imagine that 
men stood on one another’s shoulders to 
reach above the names already carved 
by men standing on the ground, or that 
perbaps there was led up beside the 
tree a horse npon whose back the carver 
stood. 

“These names may have been carved, 
every ono of them, simply as a pastime, 
and yet it seemed somehow as though 
this was a case in which the carving 
might have been done in something 


more than a merely idle spirit. ’’—New ,

We were outin 
a boat with Dr. Cook, Mat, and some 
natives. Mr, Peary had broken bie leg, 
but was steering the boat, his leg, im 
splints, stretched out before him. We 
saw the walrus coming toward us, and 
when the natives said, ‘Shoot at them,’ 
we took our rifles and did so. 

“Then followed a scene too terrible 
for words.

Coe Little’s Bills and His Train Failed te 
Agree When He Reached Port Jervis, 
The Explanation Offered For the Cars 
Strange Freak. 


‘Is isn’t likely that there is any of 
the Coe Little breed of cattle left in the 
upper Delaware valley," said a veteran 
railroad man, ‘‘because, by this time, 
their identity must bave been destroyed 
though mixture with other breeds. It 
doesn’t matter, for there was nothing 
of partionlar note about that breed of 
cattle, except the way they happened to 
be introduced into that locality. 

“In those days live stock transporta- 
tion was one of the Erie's big items of 
traffic. Trains half a mile long, loaded 
with horned cattle, horses, sheep and 
hogs, used to pass over the road two or 
three times a day. Such a. thing is‘al- 
most a curiosity nowadays. Coe Little 
was conductor of one of these stock 
trains between Susquehanna and Port 
Jervis. He left Susquehanna one night, 
in those good old days of railroading, 
with a long train of cattle cars. Those 
trains were next to passenger trains in 
class, and were run over the road a-hum- 
ming. Conductor Little delivered his 
train at Port Jervis on time, and band- 
ed over his way bills, which he had re- 
ceived. at Susquehanna, and on which 
the nuniber, chafacter and contents of 
every car in his train were recorded. 
When the agent at Port Jervis compared 
Littlé’s train on this voucher, one car 


was missing. Thecar was entered on the . 


way bill as Laying left Suequebanna all 
right, but it wasn’t in the train. Its 
place, according to the bill, was about 
in the middle of the train. 
_ “Well, here was a situation. Coe 
Little declared that every car was in 
the train when he left Susquehanna, for 
he had checked the number of each one 
on the way bill himself. He certainly 
hudn’t delivered the missing car to any 
one on the way, and he conldn’t see how 
any one could have sneaked in and sto- 
len it, especially as the train had been 
on the move pretty much all the time 
between Susquebanna and Port Jervis.

The cattle 
must have been in a panic, or must have 
known that they were in Pike county, 
Pa., or something of that sort, for they 
plunged into that icy flood and made 
their way across the river into Sullivan 
county, N. Y. Searchers, accompanied 
| by the drover who owned them, found 
and recovered them all. One cow, a 
deep red animal with a white star in 
her forehead, took the fancy of a farmer 
on whose premises some of the cattle 
were found, and he bought ber. She 
had twin calves in the spring, each 
marked exactly like the mother. One 
was a bull calf, one a heifer. Because

Their lower extremities euffered, and 
one always knew the men who had been 
upper yardmen by their tadpolelike ap- 
pearance when they were bathing. 

But in the modern steam line of bat- 
tle ship and frigate these extremely ath- 
letic specimens formed a very small 
minority of the ‘‘ship’s company,” and 
none of them could lose his turn at be- 
ing upper yardman so long as the ship's 
reputation depended on the speed with 
which the upper yards were crossed and 
sent down. In harbor the rest of the 
binejackets. had the handling of yards 
and sails for exercise once or twice a 
week, but at sea the use of sails for pro-

HRIH 
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CONGRESSMAN HOWARD, 


Of Populist Fame, In Disgrace, And 
Unrecognized by His Fellow- 
~ Congressmen,“ 


Representative Howard, the Popalist 
from Alabama, who achieved an unen- 
viable renown before his election to Con- 
gress by producing a work widely circu- 
lated under the title “If Christ Came to 
Congress,” was a few days sgo remored 
from the House of Representatives in a 
state of helpless intoxication. Mr. How- 
ard in this book of his, took particular 
pains to cast all marner of slurs upon 
the members of the House fur what he 
claimed to be their dronken and libidi- 
nous habits, From the day Howard en- 
tered the House as a member he was 
treated as one beneath the notice of the 
other members. They sent him to Cov- 
entry in deadiy earnest, and ie offen 
passed through the trying ordeal of an 
entire day in the Huuse without having 
a word sddreseed to hin. He had the 
doorkeeper to talk to and the colored at-- 
tendants, but aside from these he had 
ho companiony, aud was driven to drink 
from the sheer lonelin:ss. His book was 
absolutely withont literary merit, and 
was so deadly doll aud incoherent that 
even with its hichly senta ional ‘eatures 
iteoult not huld the attention of even 
the most eusily pleased reader, and was 
usually read by chapter beadings After 
the firstrensation creat d by ite apje:r 
ance it was forgutien, excep? by mem- 
bers of the House, who refn-ed to admit 
the suthor on terms of intimacy or 
friendship. Several of the members 
whose misdeeda were ‘letailed in the 
book have intimated an intention to do 
Howard personal vivience, bnt have been 
deterred by the knowledze that it was 
the in'ention of the l-aders of both sides 
of the House tu bring iu a resolution to 
expel him from that body for baving li 
belel and slander d C npress while a 
meuiber, this offense being attributed to 
him because of the publication of a sec 
ond edition after bis election. It was 
the birth ofthis bouk that landed him 
in the House, and secured for him the 
Pupalist support of his district. He was 
a disappointed Democratic office seeker 
originally, and in the book produced by 
him he revenges himself for the fancied 
slight by the administration. Mr. How- 
ard's escapade will probably hasten the 
action of the House in expelling him. 
Interest in his fate will be aroused in 
Maryland because oj his active work in 
Baltimore and in.Crisfield district on 
the Eastern Shore, where there was a 
Populistic soil for him to work iv.

The next move was to track the dog to 
his home., Following tbis line of invest 
igation, they were led to- Samuel Dash- 
iell’s, a colored man livttig on the lands 

of Mr. J C. Phillips about a mile from 
town onthe Delmar road, where they 
found a larze mastif with blood on his 
lip. The proof was conclusive and with 
the consent of bis owner, Samuel, the 
mastif was led off to the field of execu- 
tion, Mr. Lloyd Truitt acting as lord bigh 
executioner. The killing and carrying 
off of sixty hens in one night, undirect- 
ed, is quite a task for one dog. The 
case will bear investigation. It is but 
just however to add. that the colored 
man to whom the dog belonged is an in- 
dustrious, bonest citizen, and there can 
be no suspicion of him or his family, but 
| the mastiff was worked by somebody 
and worked- advantageously. It is in- 
credible to believe that so much could 
be accomplished and with such system 
by a dog unaided and undirected. That 
a dog could kill sixty hens ina night is 
not inciedible, but he would certainly 
leave them in the coop if he did. That 
he would carry many away is not im- 
possible, but there was some one outside 
or in the distance to receive them and 
send the dog back.

of the Eastern Shore Peninsula; 


— 


Washington Star: A bill was recently 
introdoced in the Maryland Legislature 
proposing to create a new State out of 
the portions of three Sates that now form 
tbe peninsula known generally as “the 
Eastern Shore.” This would include all 
of Delaware, the counties of Kent, Queen 
Anne, Caroline, Talbot, Dorchester. 
Wicomico, Somerset and Worcester iu 
Maryland and Accomac and Northamp- 
ton in Virginia. The scheme has not 
been taken seriously thus far, but it rep- 
resents a peculiar result of the founding 
of tbe Eastern States in the early days 
of our history. The grouping together 
of colonies for mutual protection was 
necessary for various reasons, and when 
independ2nce was obtained the old 
bounds became fixed, and in many cases 
led to incungruous results. How two 
counties of Virginia came to baveaplace 
on the Delaware peninsula is a puzzle to 
many geographers, although it is easy to 
understand why Maryland should plan 
to control both shores of the upper Chesa- 
peake. Disregardine for the present 
such considerations as the willingness of 
Maryland to surrender the Eastern 
Shore, or of Virginia todonate two coun- 
ties to the new organization or, ind 
that of Delaware to enlarge her scope 
and responsibility, it is interesting to 
contemplate the possibilities of soch a 
scheme. Delawarein 1890 had 168,493 
people, the eight Eastern Shore counties 
of Maryland 158,236, and the two Vir- 
ginia connties 37,590, making a total for 
the whole peninsula of 364,219, This 
population would doubtless equa! 400,000 
by the end of the century in the course 
of natural growth, and might exceed that 
figure under the stimulus of a new or- 
ganization. But as it stood in 1890, with 
364,219 people, the peninsula then ex- 
ceeded no less than 11 States in popula- 
tion, namely, Utab, Rhode Island, South 
and North Dakota, Vermont, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Nevada, W}oming, Washington 
and Oregon. The new State, under the 
present apportionment, would have two 
Representatives, and possibly three, thus 
giving it four or fiye yoter in the elect- 
oral college. 

Doubtless if such a plan were consum- 
mated the new State would take the 
form of a greater Delaware, with the 
name and constitution of that State. 
Should a new name be chosen to cover 
the peninsula, no more appropriate title 
could be found than Chesapeake. This 
question of preserving the identity of 
the ongina! organization has been the 
main obstacle to several geographical re- 
forms that-have been proposed, same of 
which might profitably be accomplished.

Texas, 
with her 246 counties and 265,780 square 
miles, has long been regarded with wist- 
ful eyes by the makers of new States, but 
no serious proposition to carve new 
organizations out of the Lone Star State | 
bave been made io late years.

The distino- 
tion of those charicteers is a kind of 
good natured boldness and drol) famil- 
jarity toward their customers as well as 
to perfect strangers.

HOLES IN THE CANVAS, 
An Important Discovery Increasing the 
Efficacy of Sails. 

An -Italian sea captain, Gio Batta 
Vasallo of Genoa, has made a very inter- 
esting innovation in the nse of sails of | 
ordinary sailing vessels. He claims that | 
the force of wind cannot fully take ef- 
fect in a sail, since the air in front of it 
cannot properly circulate in the inflated 
part and remnins stationary immediate- 
ly in front of part of the sail proper. He 
avoids this staguation of sir, as he calls 
it, by the application of a number of 
small holes in that part of the sail where 
the depression is deepest when it is fll- 
ed. These holes are re-enforced like a 
buttonbole, so|that they wil) vot tear out. 

Trials made in various weather bave 
resulted as follows: With a light wind 
‘a boat with ordinary sails made 4 
knots, while the new sail increased the 
speed to 514 knots. Ina fresh breeze the 
respective speeds were 7 and 8% knots, 
and in a strong wind they were Sand 10 
knots an hour. It stande to reason that 
the doing away with a layer of air 
which cannot escape past the sides of a 
sail moust increase the efficiency of the 
sailboat. Where the wind formerly 
etrock a cushion of air which acted like 
a spring mattress, decreasing the actual 

of the wind against the canvas, 
this current of air now strikes the sail 
direct and of course has a greater effi- 


ciency. Vasallo has received much en- 
couragement from practical lors as 
well as theoretical scientists. —Phjls- 
delphia Record. X 


Football In Africa. 
Englishmen are proverbial for taking 
their games with them into whatever 
part of the world they go. Golf, as we 
know, is played in the shadow of the 
ids and in the very heart of the 
imalayas, but football in the middle 
of darkest Africa is something of an in- 
novation.

[ WHY THE PATROLMEN MISSED. 
As Old Time Match With Revolvers In 
the Tenderloin Police Station. 

“‘The recent order of the police board 
that: all patrolmen shall become profi- 
cient in the use of the revolver,” said a 
retired sergeant, ‘‘reminds me of a lit- 
tle target that took place in the 
cellar of the loin station house on 
West Thirtieth street three years ago. 
There was quite a sporty crowd of pa- 
trolmen doing duty in that precinct in 
those days, and there was always a pok- 
er game in the off platoon. The game 
was ron on the dead quiet of course and 
was played in a small room in the cellar 
used ordinarily for ,storing ballot boxes 
and other election parapbernalia. The 
boys smuggled a stove down there, and 
a poker table that was seized in a raid 
on a gambling house was corra)led and 
placed in the room. 

“Now, there were two wardmen do- 
ing duty in the Tenderloin then, and as 
they bhad no regular hours they were 
able to play along with each platoon 
without interruption. They were a cou- 
ple of pretty slick fellows, and it was 
only a matter of time when they’d have 
all the money on the table. Eventually 
it got co that the patrolmen wouldn’t 
play with them any more, and this 
source of revenue cut off, they hit on the 
idea of shooting at a target with revolv- 
ers at 25 cents a shot. Nuw, some of 
these coppers were crackajacks with pis- 
tols, and they seized the opportunity 
thus offered to win back the money they 
bad lost at poker. So ond night a to- 
mato can was set up at one end of the 
long cellar, and a lighted candle was 
placed beside it. Then the men began to 
eboot. Only two pistols were used, but 
every time a patrolman shot he missed, 
while the wardmen bored a bole in the 
can each time. 

“Every night for a week the men 
would shoot, and always with the same 
result., The wardmen were winning 
about $10 apiece a night, when the game 
came to a sudden end. One of the patrol- 
men suddenly opened the pistol which 
a wardman had handed him to shoot 
with and found it loaded with blank 
cartridges. Then there was a bowl, and 
the bad shooting of the platoon was ex- 
plained. The other pistol, which the 
wardmen had been using, was loaded 
with 82 caliber bullets, and as both wore 
good shots of course they plambed the 
can each time. The patrolmen threaten- 
ed all sorts of things, but the wardmen 
only langhed and held on to the money 

they had won. There was no use kick- 
ing tothe captain about it, for be'd 
bave preferred charges against every 
mother’s son of them for gambling in 
the station house, and so the patrolmen 
swallowed their loss and let the matter 
drop. Butit was along time before they 
got over it, and some of them ure laying 
for a chance to get even to this day.’’— 
New York Sun. 


The Yale Log. 

In some parts of Germany the Yule 
log is placed on the bearth on Christ- 
mas eve and if possible kept burning 
for two or three days. Then a piece of 
it is laid aside for the purpose of light- 
ing the next year’s log and of guarding 
the household from barm. Pieces of fir- 
wood charred but not quite burnt ont 
in the Christmas fire are also placed un- 
der the family bed in some German vil- 
lages to avert the dreaded lightning 
stroke, which appears in this relation to 
be the type of fire in its evil aspect, in 
contradistinction from the solar orb, the 
representative of beneficent light and 
warmth. The custom of burning a Youle 
log for three days and nights in each 
homestead is almost certainly a survival 
from the adoration once offered to the 
sun at the winter solstice. ` 

Three centuries after the Christian 
era sun worship was still maintained in 
Brittany, and in Normandy not more 
than 100 years ago the household fire 
was extinguisbed on Dec. 24 and the 
Christmas log was ignited by the aid of 
a flame procured from the lamp burning 
in the neighboring church. This fact af- 
fords a curious instance of the probable 
transference of respect and reverence 
from the sacred fire of a purely beathen 
creed to the ecclesiastical lights of Ca- 
tholicism. When the pagan rites for pro- 
curing unsallied fire were forbidden or 
fell into desuetude, the ideas to which 
they owed their origin and development, 
instead of perishing, continued to exist 
more or less perfectly by attaching 
themselyes to usages and ceremonies 
having no direct association with them.

bs Ts One of the Most Ancient of All the 
Civilised Arts. 

It is generally believed, by the simple 
and unlearned, that the art of advertis- 
ing is of comparatively modern inven- 
tion, but a very slight study of the sub- 
ject will be sufficient to comvince thein- 
quirer that it is, in point of fact, one of 
the most ancient of al} the civilized arts. 
Indeed, fhe first advertisement wae prob- 
ably coeval with the firat man who had 
something to dispose of or with the 
first woman who wanted something sbe 
had pot got. It seems not impdssible 
that the serpent tempted Eve to partake 
of the apple by means of a ‘‘poff para 
graph,’’ setting forth the merits of the 
fruit asa complexion beantifier. Be that 
as it may, the uses of advertisement 
were known at a very early date to the 
Israelites, who were ed to 
placard the streets of es with 
the utterances of kings phets. 

The ancient Greeks, Were much 
given to advertisement, chiefly*throngh 
the medium of the town crier, who, 
bowever, was not permitted to offend 
the ears of the citizens with his procla- 
mations unless he were accompanied by 
a musician to give him the correct pitch. 
The fact that property had been stolen 
or damaged was made known by means 
of curses, inscribed upon sheets of lead, 
which were affixed to the statnes of in- 
fernal deities in the temple, the venge- 
ance of the gods being thus invoked 
upon the persons who bad stolen or in- 
jured the advertiser’s goods. <A rider 
was usually added, to the effect that 
should the property be returned, or rec- 
ompense be paid, the owner would in- 
tercede with the gods for a remission of 
the punishment. 

The Romans also made use of the 
towh crier to proclajm laws, victories, 
or sales, aud the walls of the streets 
were covered with notices painted in 
black or red, or inscribed upon terra , 
cotta slabs, and Jet into the pillars on ' 
either side of honses and shops. Many 
of these wall advertisements were found 
in Herculaneum and Pompeii, among 
the most interesting being the announce- 
ments of the gladiatorial games, contain- | 
ing promises that shelter would be pro- | 
vided in case of rain and that the sand 
would be watered should the weather be | 
exceptionally warm.—Cornbill Maga- 
zine.

A (Chicago Institution That Is of Untol@ 
Sérvice to the Suffering Poor—What Is 
Done In the Various Branches of the 
Marvey Medical Settlement. 


The only dime drng store in the worlà ` 
is located in South Halsted street, Chi- 
cago. i 
At this dispensary al] prescriptions, 
regardless of the compounds, regardless 
of the labor in compounding, are filled 
for the sum of 10 United States cents. 
The store is a benevolent institution in 
a community which previous to its es- 
tablishment stood much in need of be- 
nevolence; it attracts an enormous trade 
from the patrons for whose benefit it 
was originated. The customers receive 
the benefit and the drugs, and the store 
manages to weather financial storms, 
though it might not be able to keep its 
head above water without the more than 
occasional donation of stocks of patent 
medicines and prepared foods which 
Chicago manufacturers donate to keep 
the charity institution on its feet. 

The drug store is part and parcel of 
the Harvey Medical settlement, 208, 
210, 212 South Halsted street, a portion 
of Chicago inhabited for the greater part 
by ‘‘shabby, genteel, too proud to beg, 
too honest to steal,’’ and a still lower 
class not affected by the aforementioned 
pride: 

The medical settlement is constituted 
of the following named charitable in- 


| stitutions: The Harvey hospital, Harvey 


Free dispensary, Harvey Training School 
For Nurses, Harvey ‘‘ont practice,” Har- 
vey Medical college and Harvey Dime 
drug store. 

Dr. Marshall, Dr. Frances Dickenson 
and Dr. Effie Lobdell, assisted by Miss 
Amy Mace, a registered pharmacist in 
charge of the drug store, and such phy- 
sicians who may chance to bave patients 
in the Harvey hospital have entire 
charge of the community, from a med- 
ical standpoint. 

Other societies take an interest in the 
poor of this neighborhood ; the Epworth 
league looks to the preservation of dis- 
eased and other souls, and Hull House 
Christianly endeavors to promote affairs 
socially, but the Harvey settlement has 
control from a medicinal point of the 
compass, and judging from its efficient 
work since the inauguration of its efforts, 
Janu, 1, 1894, its labors have been 
crowned with warranted success. The 
Harvey hospital was opened 
and started in business with sev 
and four patients, and has since been 
reconstructed so as to accommodate 80 
sufferers. The services of the best men 
and women physicians and surgeons are 
accorded patients at a nominal costiand 
in cases of extreme poverty or accident 
are furnished free of charge. The inten- 
tion of the management of the hospital, 
as is the case in the government of the 
dime dròg store, is to provide a proper 
place for worthy poor, who do not like 
the county hospital because of the al- 
most general aversion to being classed 
among paupers, resulting from being a 
patient in a free hospital. And thera are 
poor and sick able to afford the cist of 
treatment and nursing in a hospital of 
this sort who could not pay the ordinary 
cost attached to receiving proper medical 
attendance. The income from patients 
at the Harvey huspital does not cover 
the expense of maintaining the institn- 
tion. Any physician of good standing is 
pam matted to place patients in the hos- 
pita 

Harvey dispensary is for immediute 
attention to those who sustain aoei- 
dents in factories and others who become 
suddenly ill, as is often the case, from 
living in filth and insufficiently venti- 
lated quarters, from crowding into tene- 
ments and such similar causes common 
to poorer districts of largecities. J. A. 
Clark, M. D., presides over the dispen- 
sary and the place is kept open all day. 
Treatment is furnished at a cost which 
brings it within the reach of even the 
most poverty stricken, as the charge to 
sick and injured is necessarily s0 smal] 
the dispensary is not self sustaining. It 
is admitted this dispensary is one of the 
most useful and carefully managed in 
the city. ; 

Harvey Training School For Nurses, 
furnishes a practical and thorough course 
of instrnction’to women in the care of 
sick and wounded that they may become 
skillful and efficient nurses in the home 
and in hospital wards. Miss Westerberg 
is superintendent of this branch of Har- 
vey medical sottlement and spares 
neither time nor labor in teaching those 
in attendance the art of caring for the 
sick. The school is prepared to furnish 
trained nurses for service in or ont of 
town. 


The superintendent of the hospital f 


answers all calls to attend people in 
their homes. She is frequently requested 
to furnish her services to children and 
looks to the comforts of newborn babies 
and graciously assists afflicted families 
in times of death among their little 
ones. The ‘‘out practice’’ consists of ad- 
ministering to children’s wants such as 
do not come in the medical category and 
is often called upon to supply children’s 
clothing. There are many cases among 
people in this immediate neighborhood 
where no fit clothing is on hand for ba- 
bies. 

Harvey Medical college is coeduca- 
tional and of tbe regular school of medi- 
cine. Medical lectures are given even- 
ings, thus according an opportunity of 
attendance to those who are otherwise 
employed during theday. The course of 
instruction is made all the more prac- 
tical because of the school's connection 
with the hospital Among the students 
are found persons of all callings, such 
as teachers, druggists, clerks, nurses and 
stenographers, who have become inter- 
ested in the work. 

Harvey Medical settlement is, in the 
opinion of those who have investigated 
it, the right thing in the right place. It 
is supplying a long felt want in a long 
wanting community.—Chicago Tribune.

The cannibalism of the black secret 
society known as the Human Leopards 
in the country near Sierra Leone brings 
forcibly before us the difference between 
the east African and west-African hab- 
its of eating human flesh. The Sherbo 
cannibals waylaid and killed their vic- 
tims and afterward feasted on their 
fiesb. The cannibalism of the east coast 
is of a very different kind. The flesh of 
the old people—the grandfather and 
grandmother of a family—is drfd and 
mixed with condiments, and a portion 
of this is offered, with a dim sort of 
sacramental meaning, to travelers who 
become guests of the family. To refuse 
it would be a deadly insult. To accept 
it is a passport to the privileged position 
of a friend of the house. Many of our 
travelers in east Africa have eaten thus 
sacramentally of the ancestors of some 
dark skinned potentate. 

The cannibalism of the west coast is 
of a more horrible kind, connected with 
fetichism, the worst developments of 
which are peculiar to that country. But 
there is a hideously genuine appetite for 
fresh human flesh still among 
the negroes of west Africa. is canni- 
balism manifests itself in a refinement 
of gluttony which has {ts mild analogy 
in the tastes of Europeans. Young boyz 


-are bought from the dark interior, kept 


in pens, fattened upon bananas and fin- 
ally killed and baked. To these Thyes- 
tean feasts come not only the savage 
chiefs of the interior, but also, it is 
whispered, black merchants from the 
coast. Men-who appear at their places

SWEET JASMINE. 


How This Fragrant Flower Became the 
Symbol of Marriage. 


Long before orange blossoms became 


associated with weddings the fragrant 
jasmine was commonly used for the 
decoration of a bride. A very pretty leg- 
end of ancient Tuscany tells how this 
little blossom became the symbol of 
love. A traveler, returning from the 
warm countries of Asia, brénght home 
witb him a rare tropical plant—the jas- 
mine—which was unknown in Tuscany. 
He gave a small slip to a certain duke, 
who set it among his most rreasured 
plants, where it rooted and thrived un- 
der the care of the gardener and soan 
grew to be a good sized plant. The 
duke was so proud of his rare possession 
that he gave strict orders to his garden- 
er to guard the plant carefully and on 
no account to give even a slip—not a 
flower—to any person. 

The gardener was a good young man, 
and he would have been faithfal to his 
charge had he not happened to fall in 
love with the sweetest peasant maid in 
all Tuscany. The maid was poor and 
her lover was not much richer, so they 
were unable to marry. On the birthday 
of the peasant the gardener, having 
nothing else to give the maid of his 
choice, presented her with a bouquet of 
flowers, and among the other clippings 
in the bunch there was one from the 
duke's cherished jasmine bush. Nothing 
could be too good forthe gardener’s 
maiden, so in this one instance he re- 
laxed his care of the shrub. The girl, 
admiring the fresh buds of the eprig, 
wished to preserve it, and so placed it 
in the ground, where it rooted and re- 
mained fresh and green all winter, thus 
symbolizing her love for the gardener, 
and in the following spring it grew and 
was covered with blossoms. The littlo 
bush flourished and the flowers multi- 
plied so under the maiden’s care that 
she was able to sell many of the sprigs 
for a considerable sum, thus spreading 
the unknown flower abroad; and in a 
short time, with a’spray of the precious 
love token on her breast she was wed- 
ded to the happy gardener. 

To this day the Tuscan girls preserve 
the remembrance of the gardener’s gift 
to his sweetheart by wearing a nosegay 
of sweet jasmine on their wedding day, 
and they have a proverb which says a 
young girl wearing such a sprig is rich 
enOUpass make the fortune of a poor 
husband.—F phia Press. 
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Cardinal M tis 
Cardinal Meszofanti hed a memory 
little short of miraculous. Dr. Russell, 
his biographer, says tbat the cardinal 
spoke with the greatest ease 80 lan- 
guages; that he speke fairly well 9; 
that he used occasionally, but not with 
any flucucy, 11 more; that he spoke im- 
perfectly 8, and that he could read

His German was so excellent that he 
was taken for a native of Germany, 
while his French and „English were 
equally pure. Dr. Tholuck heard him 
converse in German, Arabic, Spanish, 
Flemish, English, Latin, Greek, Swe- 
dish and Portuguese, at one of the 
pope’s receptions, and afterward Mezzo- 
fanti gave him a poem in Persian and 
left him totake a lesson in Cornish. He 
knew several of the American Indian 


| languages and nearly all the dialects 


of India. 

In spite of all these attainments, how- 
ever, he was a very dull man, and him- 
self said that he had 20 words for one 
idea. He was remarkable only for the 
number of languagés he knew, but was 
not distinguished as a grammarian, a 
lexicograpber, å philosopher, a philolo- 
gist or ethnologist, and added nothing to 
any department of the study of language.

HEROISM OF A WIDOW. ` 


General Schofield’s Recognition of the 
Bravery of a Southern Woman. 

Tt was on the first and second days of 
September, 1864, General Hardee of 
the southern forces, was sent to Jones- 
boro from Atlanta with 22,000 men to 
head off a formidable flank ntovement 
of the enemy which had for its purpose 
to cut off southern communication and 
th „compel the evacuation of the 
city of Atlanta. The flank movement 
consisted of 40,000 or 45,000 men and 
was commanded chiefly by Major Gen- 
eral John M. Schofield, together with 
General Sedgwick, who was also a corps 
commander, and consisted of. the beat 
fighters of the Federal army. 

As the two armies confronted each 
other two miles to the north and north- 
west of Jonesboro, it so happened that 
the little house and farm of a poor ald 
widow was just between the two lines 
of battle when the conflict opened, and 
having nowhere to go she was neces- 
sarily caught between the fire of the two 
commanding lines of battle, which were 
at comparatively close range and doing 
fierce and deadly work. The house and 
home of this old lady was soon convétt- 
éd into a federal hospital, and with the 
varying fortanes she was alternately 
within the Jines of each contending 
army, when not between them on dis- 
puted ground. So the battle raged all 
day, aud the wounded and dying of both 
atmies were carried to the humble shel- 
ter of this old lady until her yard and 
premises were literally strewn with the 
dead and dying of both armies. . 

During the whole of this eventful day 
this good and brave woman, exposed as 
she was to the incessant showers of shot 
and shell from both sides, moved fear- 
lessly about among the wounded and 
dying of both sides alike, and without 
making the slightest distinction. Final- 
ly night closed the scene with General 
Schofield’s army corps in possession of 
the ground, and when the morn 
dawned it fonnd this grand old lady stil 
at her post of duty, knowing, too, as 
she did, the fortunes, or rather misfor- 
tunes, of war had stripped her of the 
last vestige of property she bad except , 
her little tract of land which had béen 
laid waste. Now it was that General 
John M. Schofield, having known of her 
suffering and destitute condition, sent 
her under escort and’arms-a large wagon 
load of provisions and supplies, and 
caused his adjutant general to write her 


id wonnd up the letter with a sa 
request that she keep it till the war v 
over and present it to the United State 
government and they would repay all ` 
her losses. ` ; 

Æ@həe kept tha letter and soon after the 
southern claims commission was estab- 
lished she brought it to the writer, who 
presented her claim in due form, and 
she was awarded abont $600—all she 
claimed, but not being all she lost. That 
letter is now on file with other proofs of 
the exact truth of this statement with 
the files of the southern claims commis- 
sion at Washington. $ 

Her name was Allie McPeek and she 
died several years ago.—Atlanta Con- 
stitution.

A Calamity In In Baltimore. 


Seven Persons St Suffocated and 
Seven Injured. 


Baltimore, Md., Feb, 28,—Seven per- 
sons were suffocated st 8 o'clock this 
morning and one other will die from a 
fracture of the skull, sustained by jump- 
Ing from a third story window of No, 
1806 North Charles street to escape the 
fames. 

The dwelling in which the victims lost 
their liyes is located in the most fashion- 
able section of the city. It wasoccupied 
by the family of James R. Armiger of 
the firm of Justis & Armi.er, a promin- 
ent jewelry house in Baltimore. With 
him were bis widowed daughter, Mrs. 
Champlsin, and one child; another 
daughter Mrs. Riley; her husband and 
two children. Still another occupant of 
the house was Horace Manuel of New 
York, who had been here since Thurs- 
day, and who bad been invited by Mr. 
Armiger, whose intimate friend he was 
to spend some weeks with the family. 
Besides these there were the servants, 
who occupied upper rooms, bot nearly 
all of whom had risen when the fire oc- 
cored. 

Thé dead are: James R. Armiger, 55 
years old, prominent jeweler of Balti- 
more; James Champlain, 3 sears old, 
grand-son of James’ R. Armiger; Mrs. 
Marian Cuampiain, 23 years old, widow- 
ed daughter of James R. Armiger; Hor- 
ace Manuel, banker of New York, guest 
of Mr. Armiger; Marian Riley, 2} years 
old, grand-daughter of James R. Armiger 
Richard Riley, 4 years old, grand son of 
James R. Armiger; William B, Riley, 35 
years old, son-in-law of James R. Armi- 
ger. 

The injured are Eleanor Armiger, 14 
years old, daughter of James R. Armiger, 
bands torn, prostrated by shock; Virgin- 
ia Armiger, 25 years old, daughter of 
James R. Armiger, suffering from shock, 
Rose Jones, colored servant; Alice A. J. 
May, colored servant, skull fractared by 
jumping from a window, will die. Lucy 
Toliver, colored servant; Mary C. White, 
colored servant; John Whiting, colored 
servant. 

The man servant, John Whiting, was 
building the fire in the furnace and the 
flames were communicated toa wooden 
partition within a few feet of the furnace 

which began to burn like tinder. On 
either side of the partition was a stair- 
case and withina few feet was an air 
sbaft. The wind was blowinga gale at 
the time, and as the windows in the cel- 
lar were open the flames spread rapidly. 

Whiting had just time to reach the up- 
per floor and notify Mr. Armiger, of his 
danger, for when he turned about to es- 
cape he found the flames had already 
cutoffevery avenue of exit, but he 
managed to get out through a window, 
sustaining slight injory. 

Mrs" Armiger tried to follow Whiting. 
Her night clothes had been partly burn- 
ed from her body. Ladders were im- 
mediately placed in position, and Chief 
McAfee, by climbing to the topmost 
rung, just managed to touch her feet. 
He braced himself against a railing on 
| the side, and, extending his arms, im- 
| plored the woman, who was hesitating, 
to jump. This she did, and nearly 
knocked the chief from hie By 
an almost superhuman eflorthe manapi 

nd succeeded in 
bringing her T safely to the ground. 

The fireman succeeded, after a time in 
reaching Mrs. Riley, who had been com- 
| pelled to relinquish her children, and 
just as she falling back into the flames, 
they caught her hands and pulled her 
through a window. Eyery stitch of 
clothing had been burned from her body 
She was enveloped in s blanket and car 
comparatively 
unhurt, but completely prostrated. 

About this time Mr. Armiger and hia 
guest, Mr. Manuel, appeared at one of the 
windows on the fourth floor. They re 
mained at the window only a few mo- 
ments when the dense smoke seemed to 
envelope them and they disappeared 
from view. 

One of the servants, Alic: May, spur- 
red on by the terrific beat, and with her 
clothing ablaze, sprang from the third- 
story window, alighting on her head. 
Her skull was fractured and she cannot 
live, Mary White was the last one saved, 
She was pulled out of a third story win- 
dow by the firemen and passed down. 

Probably the most heartrending scene 
was that presented when Mrs. Cham- 


plain’s body was found. She was lying 
on the floor, clad only in ner night cress 
and not at all burned. Her mouth was 
wide open and her eyes almost starting 
from her head. She bad evidently been 
asleep when alarmed by the cry of fire, 
but could not get out of the room when 
the smoke overcame her. She had been 
suffocated. 

While these scenes were being enacted 
in the front of the burning house there 
were acts of bravery being performed in 

the rear. Thetwo dacoghters—Virginia, 
aged 25, and Eleauor, aged 14,—occapied 
the second-story back room. With the 
greatest presence of mind, Miss Virginia 
made a rope of the bedding, assisted by 
her younger sister. 

She pluckily lowered Eleanor to the 
ground, grasped the mattress, pushed it 
through the window and threw it to the 
ground. She then jumped and landed 
uninjured with the exception ofa slight 
shock. Her sister’s hands were torn and 
she is very much prostrated. One ofthe 
first physicians to answer the call for as- 
sistance was Dr. Riley, a brother of one 
of the victims. He was so overcome 
that he had to be taken bome in a cab, 

The house, through which the deadly 
blasts of fire and smoke swept, is com- 
pletely gutted. The monetary lossis es 
timated at $25,000. 

Coroner Alexander Hill impanelled a 
jury of inquest, whice viewed the re- 
mains of the deceased, and to-night ren- 
dered a yerdict to the effect that the fire 
was caused by a badly constracted bot- 
air pipe.

The care of the teeth should begin in 
infancy, when the first tiny tooth is cut. 
A baby’s teeth should be rubbed with a 
soft towel, so as to keep them clean, and 
as soon as the child is old enough a tooth 
brush should be used fdr it after meals. 
It is no argumentto use that the first 
teeth will.drop out, and, therefore, why 
waste time over them? Not only do un- 
clean teeth injure the health even of a 
strong child, but the habits of tooth- 
brushing will be implanted in its mind 
tbat attention to this most important 
toilet duiy will become second nature, 
and they are not likely in afterlife to 
neglect anything so familiar to them. 

Regular visits to the dentist cannot be 
too much insisted on. Donot try to save 
money by going toa man who only im- 
perfectly knows his business, but, even 
if it costa more, go to the best man of 
his kind thst you can hear of. This out- 
lay will, 1 assure you, be very well eav- 
ed in the long run. 

At the very first symptom of a pain in 
the tooth you should pay your dentist a 
visit. Ifyou notice the tinest spect of 
brown, even though it be but the size of 
a pin’s point, don’t delay a moment in 
putting yourself into the dental chdir 
and have the evil remdied at once. A 
chip off the edge of a tooth, a sudden jar 
to one from a fall, should all be seen to 
atonce. Yov should, however, not only 
make the practice of seeing your den- 
tist when there is anything wrong, bot 
should visit him regularly once in three 
months, or oftener, to let him overhaul 
your mouth and eee tnat all is in perfect 
order. 

Children’s first teeth should be stopped 
as often as needful, and their second set 
should have the most careful attention 
from the mument of their appearance. 
Tue least decay should be prevented at 
once from spreading, anl much after- 
dis comfort and mischief will, therefore, 
be averted. Few people seem also to 
grasp the fact that their teeth are sensa- 
tive and delicate—not male of cast iron, 
as they seem fondly to suppose, They 
forget that the enamel is not very thich, 
and that the nerves which keep the 
teeth healthy are very sensitive to heat 
and cold.

remedied, or the cheeks will fall in and 
a lvok of premature decay be acgtired 
which is not'at all beroming or desirs- 
ble, Dat regard should be paid to fhe 
daily cleaning of theteeth, and a regular 
routine be established as to their care. 
They should be cleaned regularly both 
night and morning, not just slorred over 
as isthe onpleasing custom with s-me | 
people. When possible they should alfo 
be cleaned after,every meal, and always | 
after taking any ‘kind of medicine. They 
should be brushed up and down, as well 
as across, and gently dealt with, not 
scrubbed as you wonld scrnb a floor. Of!

as well looked after as the outside. Sey- 
eral kinds an‘! shapes of brnsh es will ba 
useful to clean the tee'h in every possi- 
ble direction.

- Cost of Egg Prodaction, 


Estimates have placed the cost of one 
dozen eggs at as high a figure as twelve 
cents, but some experimenters find the 
cast to be six cents. At the experiment 
stations, where every pound of food is 
weighed and bot little waste material 
can be used, the cost is greater than the 
average on the farms, says the Hartford 
Times. It has long been accepted among 
penltrymen that five pecks of corn or 
wheat or the equivalent thereof will 
maintain alayinghenoneyear. At pres- 
ent prices this wonld be abont sigty five 
cents a year. We do not believe that the 
cost is eo much when hens are on ranges 
as they need little or no feed in the sum- 
mer. The prices of all kinds of grain, of 
course, regulate the cost of eggs, but in 
our experience the cost ofa dofen eggs 
at present prices for feed, provided (and 
that 1s the main point) the hens are good 
layers, should not exceed six cente. 
‘This does not include shelter or labor in 
caring for the flock: It the hens are in- 
different layers and the egg productien 
la small, the cost may reach as much 88 
fifteen cents a dozen, but such is an in- 
frequent occurence.

‘Eastern Shore Homicide. 


| A Tragedy Near Whaleyville Last 
Saturday Night. 


Snow Hill, Md., Feb. 25.—Peter L. 
Davis and John Quillen, Jr., two of the 
men charged with being concerned in 
the killing of young William Hamblin, 
near Whaleyville, last Saturday night, 
bave been arrested by Deputy Sheriff 
Henry T. Bell and are in jail here to 
await the action of the grand jury at the 
coming May term.. Jobn Quillen, Sr., is 
also charged with the same offence, but 
is so badly wounded that the officers were 
compelled to leave him at his home for 
the present. Heiscutand bruised se- 
verely about the bead and face and at 
times is delirious, Hamblio,the murder- 
ed man, was buried yesterday and lies 
within 20 yards of the scene of the kill- 
ing. He wasa nephew of Peter L. Davis 
one of the men in jail, 

A hearing was had before Justice 
Brimer yesterday. State’s Attorney 
Jones conducted the case. Dr. Jobn W. 
Pitts of Berlin, testified as to the cause 
of Hamblin’s death. His body was 
bruised terribly with a black jack, but 
but the fatal wound was a gash across 
the arm, which seyered an artery: 
Death ensued within 15 minutes after 
the cutting. 

The particulars of the homicide are as 
| follows: Van Baker. one of those invol- 
ved in the trouble, had been paying at- 

tention to a daughter of John Quillen,

| Quillen. Threats had been made by 
| both baker and Quillen. Sr., and Quillen

It was testified 
that three shots were fired during the 
scrommage. Hamblin, in acting in 
Baker's behalf, received the wound in 
hisarm.

The testimony on all 
sides seemed to be s trifle mixed, and in 
some points was conflicting. The pris- 
oners both disclaim any knowledge what- 
ever of who did the cutting and both 
state positively that they bad no knives.

An Address to the “the Public, Setting 
Forth the Provisions of the Law. 


To the Public; 
By the provisions of the Act of 1894 of 
the General Assembly of Maryland, 
Chapter 249, Page 402, there was a pro- 
vision made for the control of the jail of 
Wicomico county by three Supervisors, 
tobe known as “Jail Supervisors,” to 
consist of the President of the County 
Commissioners,the CountyTreasurer,and 
the State’s Attorney of said county; and 
they were giyen power and supervision 
over the jail and adjoining grounds, “to 
pass and enforce ali necessary ruics for 
the protection of the health, cleanliness 
and comfort of the inmates, and for the 
regulation of all matters connected with 
the general management of eald jail.” 
It also provides they shall bave all pris- 
oners sentenced to said jail by the judges 
of the Circuit Court or Justices of the 
Peace, with hard labor, and all persons 
unable to pay fines and committed to 
jail in default thereof, to work on the 
roads of the county or streets of Selig- 
bury. 
Porsuant to such power, they bave 
made such rules and regulations, which 
have been totally ignored by the Sheriff 
of Wicomico County, who is keeper of 
said jail, and a mandamus bas been is- 
sued by the Circuit Court to show cause 
why the Sheriff should not obey and fol- 
low the rales and regulations so laid 
down. Also, Delegate W.S. Moore has 
offered a bill to repeal the aforesaid Act 
of 1894. 
We take this public way of explaining 
our position to the public, and of stating 
our reasons for the enforcement of the 
law, and why we consider it beneficial 
to the tax-payers of Wicomico County 
and the administration of justice. 
Firat: We consider it constitutional, 
and within the power and province of 
the Legislature to pass such a law, and 
fur the proper party, who is the sheriff, 
to enforce it. Underthe common law, 
the sheriff was the custodian of the jail, 
but it has been recoguized in this Coun- 
ty and this State that the Sheritf pow- 
ers are rugulated by the Constitution of 
‘the State and its Statutes. The Cude 
provides how be shall serve writs of pro- 
cess, and have chsrge of the prisoners 
and the county shall support them, but 
notbing is said as to where they ehall be 
confined, except by implication, in the 
jail or such place as the County Commis- 
sioners may provide for the safe keep- 
ing of bis prisoners. The Code of Pub- 
lic Genera! Laws, Article 25, Section 1, 
provides that the County Commissioners 
“shall have chargé of and control oyer 
the property owned by the County,” and 
the Act of 1894 transfera this control to 
another Board, so far only as the jail is 
concerned. 
Second: As to Act bsing beneficial to 
the Community, and a eaving of expen- 
ses: The Sheriffand constables are paid 
thir.y dollars ($30.00) for each prisoner 
sentenced to the Penitentiary or the 
House of Correction, and conveyed by 
them to such place of incarceration. Un- 
der this Act, such prisoners may be sen- 
tenced to jail for hard labor, and while 
there can work out their board, and be 
of much benefit to the community in 
working on roads of the County, or their 
services hired to the Mayor and City 
Council of Selisbury for work on the 
streets. 
In conclusion we beg leave to state 
that the duties imposed by the law are 
not such as are pleasant and agreeable, 
but as officers under the Actit is made 
our duty to execute the law, and would 
be pleased to be relieved thereof,but be- 
lieve that in the interest of tax-payers 
and for the benefit of the County prop- 
erty, the law applicable to the control 
and working of prisoners, should be con- 
tinued in force, whereby the expenses 
of carrying prisoners to places of incar- 
ceration outside of county may be saved 
and the tramps and evildoers will 
know tbat the County Jail is not a free 
boarding house.

‘THE SARGASSO SEA. 


A MEADOW OF FLOATING WEEDS IN 
THE ATLANTIC OCEAN. 


Great Mystery Is Found to Be Very Sim- 


ple When Explained—Cause of Mutiny | 
Among the Sailors of Columbus, 


the reetleas surf washed upon the beach, 


| 


You know the story—how the igno- 
rant sailors of Columbus became alarmed | 
and almost mutinied when their ships | 
sailed into what appeared to be a perfect 
network of impenetrable weeds. They 
believed that the thickening sea was a 
warning of Providence to turn back 
from their audacious undertaking, and 
if required all the firmness and author- 
ity of Columbos to bring them back to 
duty and obedience. That wonderful 
mass of seaweeds was something new 
aud mysterions and therefore to be 
feared. 

Later on, when the Spaniards became 
familiar with its constant presence in 
that triangular space midway in the At- 
lantic between the Azores, the Canaries 
and the Cape de Verde islands, they 
called it a‘‘marine meadow."' The sail- 
ors, however, christened it the Sargasso 
sea, from the Spanish word sargazo, 
which means:eeaweed. Still, though 
satisfied that it was not of supernatural 
origin, they could not account for its 
existence. 

Science, however, long ago solved the 
mystery, not only of this, but of otber |i 

asso seas. For there are several 
others, and they are always found, each 
in almost the same spoty The diurnal 
motion of the earth, thel never ceasing 
rush of the tides and the steadyforce of 
the winds create, under the tropics, a 
surface currentin the seas, which ad- 
vances, from east to west, at the rate of 
aboot ten marine miles an hour. | 

This current, which is called the 
equatorial current, or current of rota- 
tion, is only superficial, and extends in 
one vast mobile sheet, which moves be- 
tween the tropice. It forms the genial 
waters of the Caribbean sea and feeds 
the gulf stream. At Cape San Roque it 
divides, ove part Bowing sonth to meet 
and be transformed into a submarine 
current by the north polar current; on 
the other side it bathes the shores of 
Guiana and Brazil. 

And then there is the ‘‘gulf stream of 
the east,” which issues from the bay of 
Bengal. Its waters, like those of our 
own gulf strekm, may be distingnished 
from the bordédribg waters of the great 
ocean by their indigo tint. The Japa- 
nese call it the black river. 

Leaving the bay of Bengal, this great 
warm current passes throngh the strait 
of Malacca, sweeps the coast of Asia, 
and then, north of the Philippine is- 
lands, rushes ont into the ocean, describ- 
ing the arcof a great circle as far as the | 
Alentian islands. Like the gulf stream 
of the Atlantic, it moderates the rigor 
of the climates that it traverses. 

The analogy between these two great | 
oceanic arteries is wonderful, but it is 
enongh for onr present purpose to know 
that to their circuitous currents the Sar- 
gasso seas owe their existence. 

How? Well, this is eecily explained. 
Drop some pieops Gf light moss or bits 
of cork or into a tub of water; | 
then yith your hand near its edge give | 
fi water a circular motion. In a mo- 
ment you will see that al] the floating 
substances will bave collected in the 
center. Cantinue the circular motion, 
and at the same time blow sharply 
against the floating objects, and they 
will change their position, but will not 
leave the vicinity of the center so long 
as the rotary motion of the water con- 
tinues. Observe, too, that this center is 
comparatively calm. 

This is the explanation of the Sargas- 
so seas. In the center of the several cir- 
cuits of the great oceanio arteries vast 
basins of comparatively still water are 
formed. The currents by which they are 
surrounded constantly throw toward the 
center all floating substances, especially 
marine plants, and these, owing to the 
quiet waters, multiply with great rapid- 
ity, those that have Jived their appoint- 
ed time sinking out of sight, while new 
ones take their place. Even the action 
of the winds, as intimated above, serves 
only to shift this position slightly. 

The ‘marina meadow” with which 
we are most familiar, that of the miä- 
Atlantic, spreads over an extent of sur- 
face five or six times as large as the ter- 
ritory ocenpied by France. Whata won- 
erful meadow on land that would be 
for cattle! And yet it is scaroely Jess so 
where it is for thewrestures of the sea. 

This eargassam, or gulf weed, is 
rather odd looking. Its frond is very 
long and furnished with distinct, 
stalked, nervine leaves and berrylike air 
vessels on simple axillary stalks. It is 
found floating or cast on the shores, but 
ite true home is at the bottom of the sea, 
whence, becoming detached, it rises to 
the surface, bnoyed up by its curious lit- 
tle air vessels. 

The sargassnm hardly looks ‘‘good 
enongh to eat,”’ but that it is both pala- 
table and onoutritious is abnodantly 
proved by the many dishes that are pre- 
pared from it, not only in China, but in | 
other parts of the east.—Helen Harcourt 
in Philadelphia Times. 


` MR. CARROLL'S GREAT IDEA. 


It Pute a Man at His Best When He Is 
Held Up by a Robber. 

Taylor Carroll is engaged in devising 
a formidable eystem of defense for lone 
pedestrians when they wander in dan- 
gerons places where police protection is 
ineffective and the riek of being ‘‘held 
np” is ever present. His plan is to con- 
vert the erect human body into a minia- | 
ture revolving turret, armed at four | 
points and capable of dealing death in 
front, rear or flank simultaneously or 
of sending four successive discharges 
in the same direction. 

Mr. Carroll’s design ‘is still in its ru- 
dimentary stage, with numberless minor 
details to be elaborated, but his central 
idea is well developed. He says be has 
not yet prepared diagrams or experi- 
mental apparatus, but has merely ont- 
lined it mentally. 

“I would bave a mall storage bat- 
tery worn in a belt,’’ he said, “‘with 
small copper wires ranning from it up 
through the sleeves and connected with 
each hand an the great or middle finger 
with a copper rigg the thumb can reach 
inthe palm of the hand. When the 
thumb touched the ring, an electrical 
current would discharge four batteries 
loaded with ball bebind and in front. 
This discharge could take place when 
the hands were being held under the 
threat of an armed robber. 

“The ring should be placed beyond 
the reach of the thumb except in cases 
of emergency, so the thumb will never 
discharge the battery accidentally.” 

Mr. Carroll is not a practical electri- 
cian or mechanic, being an actor by 
profession. He has not figured up the 
weight of tbe storage battery to be car- 
ried on the belt, nor ia he adverse to 
considering the advisability of substi- 
toting a dry primary cel].

Human Voice Carried From One End of a 
Canyon to the Other.

“HAIR UNDER THE MICROSOOPE. ` 


One of the Many Important Factors In | 
Murder Cases. 

In centuries past the buman hair 
played.an important purt in all judicial 
proceedings. Those that were permitted 
to wear beard and hair had rights that 
could not be claimed by the shorn and 
shaved. When-men made oath, they 
sas: wy He once and hair, and wom- 
en p tips of the right 

= finger tips gh 

Servants were obliged to bave their 
bair cut, and if a freedman went into 
slavery he had to divest himself of his 
hirsute adornments. An adalt adopted 
by foster parenta was obliged to haye 
his beard shaved and the shaving of 
beard end hair was a punishment in- 
flicted on criminals. The jurisprudence 
of our ancestors dealt with punishment 
“by skin and hair’’ for small offenses 
and ‘‘by neck and hand” for greater 
crimes. 

There bas always been more or less 
superstition about hair. Great strength 
was implied by it, and wizards and 
witches knew of concoctions of hair by 
which they poisoned enemies. Cats’ hair 
was especially named in the category of 
poisonous hairs, and even at the begin- 
ning of the seventeenth century Panlus 
Zacchias, a famous physician, writes of 
the virnlent poison of the hair of cats. 

Among civilized people such eupersti- 
tious beliefs have gone out of existence, 
and only Malays give their enemies 
tiger hairs in broth to kill them. 

Hair today, however, is one of the 
important factors in deciding murder 
cases, and the microscopic examination 
of bair, where itis found in criminal

cases under suspicions circumstantes, is |

invariable. 

The first thing the coroner is called 
upon to determine is whether the hair 
is from man or beast. The microscope 
determines this beyond peradventure. | 
Animal hair differs in construction from | 
that grown on. a human bead. In human ; 
hair the upper skin is smooth and thin. 
The circular section is comparatively 
broad, forming the main part of the 
hair shaft. It is striped in appearance | 
and carries the color matter. The tnbu- | 
lar part is thin, extending to about one- 
fifth and certainly not more than to} 
one-quarter of the entire width of the | 
hair. 

Animal hair also consists of three) 
parts, but these ate differently con- 
structed, the tube often filling the en- | 
tire hair. The ends of the hair must be 
closely watched, and especially woman’s

hair will be found ragged and torn at | 


the ends. 

The hair from beards is usually tho | 
thickest, its diameter being as much as | 
0.15 willimeters, while hair from female 
heads can be as fine asa diameter of 0.06 
millimeters would make it.—St. Louis 
Republic.
